The Original and Riſe of Honour. 


TRE Nobleman is known by the many Virtues . 
aud Heroic Adions which adorn his Life: 
BY) , £8 And as amongſtall Men there is a cert 
Cl N5 Eminence of ſome above the reſt; it 
LESS (by Sir John Feme) diſtinguiſh'd into 
cqhree Species, viz. Nobility Supernatural, 
Nobility Natural, and Nobility Civil, or Political. 
Supernatural, as in the Heavenly Hicrarchies, or 
Sacred Principalities; and that there are Orders and 
Degrees amongſt them, we read in the Holy Scripe 


ture. 

Natural Nobility conſiſts in the great Variety of 
Creatures; as for Example, among the Planets, the 
Sun is the moſt noble; among the Elements, the Fire; 
among the Plants, the Cedar; among Flowers, the 
Roſe ; of Metals, Gold; of Gems, the Diamond; of 
Fiſh, the Danny of Birds, the Eagle ; of Beaſts, 
the Lion; and of Men, the KING. 

Nobility Civil, or Political, relates only to Man- 
kind; and tho? ſome have diſtinguiſh*d the Generality 

a Commonwealth into two Diviſions only, the No- 
ble and Ignoble, the Gentry and Commonalty ; yer 
eicher Parts arg again Danse. according * fs 
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Policy of Civil Government, as well as the Divine 
Ordination of Providence. 

This Diſtinction hath continu'd in the World from 
the firſt Increaſe of Mankind: For if there were Kings 
and Governors, certainly other Diſtinctiong; Virtue 
being ſtill admir'd and honour'd, arid ſome: Signal put 
upon it 3 and Dignity or Preſermentito Power, is Sh 
which makes a Man noble. : 

Adam, after the Propagation of Mankind, was e- 
ſteem' d not only the Father, but Sovereign Lord of 
the Univerſe, whoſe Office was to govern. the whole 
World, and all Creatures therein. 

From the great Number of Adam's Progeny, and 
the Diſcord of the Brethren among themſelves, at 
length aroſe the Diviſion of Families, and ſo conſe- 

uemly, the Uncertainty and Forgetfulneſs of Kir- 
reds, with deadly Hatreds, and Quarrels. By War, 
the Change of Mens Eſtates, Conditions, and Servi- 
tudes, were uſher'd in; the vanquiſh' d Nobleman be- 
came baſe and ignoble ; and the baſe Perſon, if victo- 
xious, became noble. 

Men, for the Preſervation of themſelves and Fami- 
ties, have aſſembled together in large Bodies, and ſo 

y Degrees increas'd, from Villages to Cities, Provin= 
ces, and ſo on to great Kingdoms, and Empires: That 
in Dangers and Diſtreſtes, wiſe Men might be ready 

to give their Counſel, and. valiant Men their Aid and 
Defence; and to theſe, as Men moſt worthy, the Go- 
vernment was committed: Whereas the reſt without 
any Difference, were compcll'd to obey, no Regard 
being had to their Stock or Kindred. 

We find in the Jewiſh Genealogy, That when 
Adam, by Reaſon of his great Age, was not able 
tonger 16 attend the Government of the Church and 
State, he made Seth his Son Governor, who then 

{ rhe Place of the Firſt begotten: To Seth ſuccced- 
ed Ends; to Enos, Cainan; to Cainan, Mahalalcel ; 
to Mahalaleel, Jared; ro Jared, Enoch; ro Enoch, 
Methuſelah ; ro Methuſelah, Lamech; and to Lamech, 
Noah, who ruPd 110 Years after the Deluge; and he 
having three Sons, Shem, Ham, and Japhet, between 
them the World was again divided, for Shem 
was Prince of Aſia, Ham) of Africa, and Japheth, of 
Europe: But after their Poſterity began to ailrerte 

all 
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and Vice to encreaſe; the Peogle of Ham warring a- 
gainſt choſe of Shem and Japherh, the latter choſe 
Olibion, the Son of Aſterial for their Governor, 

This Olibion, being à Man of great Courage and 
Strength, and made Captain of a- thouſand. Men of Ja- 
pheth's Line, may be juſtly xeckon'd the firſt who re- 
ceiv'd the Order of Knighthood ; for before he went 
to Battle, his Father made him a Garland of ſeveral 
Precious Stones (in Token of Chivalry) with which 
he gave him his Bleiſing; and then with ſapherh's Faul- 
cion, which Tubal made before the Flood (Olibion 
kneeling) ſmote lightly nine Times on his Right Shoul- 
der, charging him to keep the nine Virtues. of Chi- 
valry, as follows: 


I. You ſhall hold with the Sacrifice of the Great 
GOD of Heaven. 

II. You ſhall honour your Father and Mother. 

III. You ſhall be mexciful to all People. 

IV. You ſhall do no Harm to the Poor. 

V. You {hall not turn your Back to your Ene- 


mies, 

YL You ſhall keep your Promiſe to Friend and. 
oe. 

VII. You. ſhall keep Hoſpitality, eſpecially to Stran- 


gers. 
VIII. You ſhall uphold the Maiden's Right. 
IX. You ſhall not ſee the Widows wrong d. 


Then Aſterial made for Olibion a Target of Olive- 
Tree, with three Corners, two above his Face, and. 
one to the Ground, in Token that he was the Chief of 
the Blood of the three Sons of Noa. 

By the Olive-Trec he underſtood to win. Victory; by 

Point of his Target to the Ground, his Brother 
Ham; by rhe Right Corner Japhert3 and by the Left. 
Shem : And thus began Nobiliry, of which, Ariſtotle 
in his Politicks, mentions four Kinds, viz.. Nobleneſs. 

y Riches, Noblencſs of Lineage, Nobleneſs of Virtue,, 
and Nobleneſs of Science; amongſt which, thoſe of 
Virtue and Lineage are of chief Eſtimation, and from 
mence the others do proceed.

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- Nobiliry by Blood and Merit, is juſtly efteem'd the 
moſt on Say Honour atchiev'd by an Anceſtor, lives 
in the Family, as an eternal Monument of the Virtues 
of that Perſon 3 ſo that Dignities, and Deſcents of 
Blood, are not enough to enoþle us, except we do thoſe 
Things whereby others became noble. - 

The beſt Patrimony a Father can leave his Son, is to 
bequeath him the Glory of his Merits;ith the State 
of Gentility; and the greateſt Honour the Son can do 
to the deceas'd Parent, is, te continue his Name in 
that Eſtate, by imitating the Virtues that obtain'd it. 
Which Conſideration has ſtirr'd up many generous 
Spirits (by a noble and commendable Emulation) to 
exalt the worthineſs of their Families Fame, by great 
Atehievements in their Sovereign's Wars, the Defence 


of the Church, King, and Country, in which Caſe, 


War is permitted by the Law of God, taught us b 
— Law of Nature, and commanded by the Laws of al 
ations. | 


Of the King of Great Britain» 


The King is ſo called from the Saxon Word Koning, 
or Cuning, from Can, intimating Power; or Ken, 
Knowledge, wherewith every Sovereign ſhould eſpeci- 
ally be inveſted; he ever having been of great Reve- 
rence in theſe Kingdoms of — being of Heaven- 
ly Inſtitution, ordain'd by God himſelf, the Bond of 
Peace, and the Sword of Juſtice. 

He is ſtil'd Father of his Country, and becauſe 
the Protection of his Subjects belongs to his Care 
and Office, the Militia is annexed to his Crown, 
mo * Sword as well as the Scepter may be in his

A King is to fight the Battles of his People, and 
to ſee Right and Juſtice done to them; as alſo Gaccord- 
Ing to his Coronation Oath) to prelerve the Rights 
and Privileges of our Holy Church, the Royal Preroga- 
tive belonging to the Crown ; the Laws and Cuſtoms 
of the Realm ; ro do Juſtice, ſhew Mercy, keep Pcace 
and Unity, &c. and hath Power of pardoning where 
e Law condemns. | K

He may alſo at his Pleaſure increaſe the Number of 
Members of both Houſes, by creating more Peers of 
the Realm, and beftowing Privileges upon any Towns, 
to ſend Burgeſſes by Writ to Parliament; and he may 
refuſe to ſend his Writ to ſome others, that have ſat 
in former Parliaments. 

He hath alone the Choice and Nomination of all 
Commanders and Officers for Land and Sea Service; 
the Choice and Election of all Magiſtrates, Councellors, 
and Officers of State; of all Biſhops, and other Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Dignities; as alſo rhe beſtowing and confer- 
ring of Honours, and the Power of determining Re- 
wards and Puniſhments. 

By Letters Patent, his Majeſty may ere& new Coun- 
ties, Univerſities, Biſhopricks, Cities, Boroughs, Col- 
leges, Hoſpirals, Schools, Fairs, Markets, Cqurts of 
Judicarure, Foreſts, Chaſes, free Warrens, &c. and 
no Foreſt, Chaſe, or Park, is to be made, nor Caſtle, 
Fort, or Tower to be built, without his Special Li- 


cence. 

He hath alſo Power to coin Money, and to diſ- 

nce with all Statutes made by him, or his Predeceſ- 

rs. | 

The Dominions of the Kings of England, were firſt 
England, and all the Seas round about Great Britain, 
and Ireland, and all the Iſles adjacent even to the 
Shores of the neighbouring Nations; and our Law 
ſaith, the Sea is of the Legiance of the King, as wel 
as the Lind, and as a Mark thereof, all Ships of Fo- 
reigners, have anciently aſked Leave to fiſh, and paſs 
in theſe Seas, and do at this Day lower their Top- 
ſails ro all the King's Ships of War, and all Children 
born upon theſe Scas (as it ſomerimes happens) are ac- 
counted natural born Subjects to rhe King of 2 
Britain, and need not be naturaliz'd, as rs born 
out of his Dominions. 

To England, Henry I. annex d Normandy, and Hen 
Ty II. Ireland, being ſtil'd only Lord of Ire land, —

Henry II. alſo arnexed the Dakedoms of Guyenne 
and Anjou, the Counties of Poictou, Turenne, and 
Mayne; Edward I. all Wales; and Edward III. the 
Right, tho? not the Poſſeſſion of France; but Hen- 
Ty. V. added both, and his Son Henry VI. was 
A and recogniz*d by all the States of the Realm 
at Paris, 

King James I. added Scotland, and fince that Time, 
there has been ſuperadded ſundry confiderable Planta» 
tions in America. X 

The King's Dominions at this Day in Poſſeſſion, are 
Great Britain and Ireland, and all the Seas adjacent, 
as alſo the Iſlands of Jerſey, Guernſey, Aldernay, 
and Sark, which are Parcel of the Dutchy of Norman- 
dy; beſides thoſe profitable Plantations of New-Eng- 
land, New-York, Eaſt and Weſt Jerſey, Penſilyania, 
Maryland, Virginia, Berbadoes, Jamaica, Florida, 
North and South Carolina, Bermudos, with ſeveral 
other Iſles and Places in thoſe Quarters, and ſome 
in the Eaſt-Indies, and upon the Coaſts of Africa, al- 
ſo upon the North Parts of America, by Right of 
firſt Diſcovery, ro Eſtotiland, Terra Corterialis, New- 
Soundland, and to Guinea; in the South, His Maje- 
* — à legal Right, though not Poſſetlion of the 

ole, 

The mighty Power of the King of England, before 
the Conjun&ion of Scotland, and total Subje&ion of 
Ireland, which were uſually at Enmity with him, was 
well known to the World, and felt by our neigh- 

uring Nations; what his Strength hath been ſince, 
was never fully try d till the Revolution, that the Parli- 
aments of all the three Kingdoms, ſeem d to vie, which 
ſhould moſt readily comply with their Sovereign's De- 
fires and Deſigus: All Europe is now ſenſible how 
great the Power of this Monarch is. Let our Sove- 
reign be confider'd abſtracly as King only of Eng- 
land, which is like a huge Fortreſs, or Garriſon 
Town, fenced not only with ſtrong Works, and the 
wide Sea; but guarded alſo with excellent Qutworks, 
the ſtrongeſt and beſt built Ships of War in the World, 
and fo abundantly furniſh'd with Men and Horſe 
vith Victuals and Ammunition, with Cloarks 7

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Money; that if all che Potentates of 


conſpire” (which God forbid) rhey could hardly di- 
ſtreſs it, provided it be at Unity with itſelf; and the 
ordinary Charge of the Government in Times of 
ſerene and profound Peace, is eſtimated at ſe ven hun- 
dred thouſaud Pounds pex Annum, beſides extraordi- 
nary Expences. : | 

No King in Chriſtendom, or other Potentate, re- 
ceives from his Subjects more Revenue, Honour, and 
Reſpe&, than the King of England; all his People ar 
their firſt Addreſles, kneel to him; he is at all Times 
ſerv'd upon the Knee; all Perſons (not the Prince or 
other Heir apparent excepted) ſtand bare in the Pre- 
ſence of the King, and in the Preſence-Chamber, 
though in the King's Abſence, except one only Per- 
ſon, which is the Lord Kinſale of the Kingdom of 
Ircland, whoſe noble Anceſtor John de Courcy Eart 
of Ulſter in that Kingdom, having in the Reign of 
King John, perform'd an eminent Service for kis Royal 
Maſte 


r, was in Reward thereof permitted (and his Suc- 
ceſlors) to be cover'd, in the King's P Which 
Honour is ſtill continu'd. 

Of rhe Sacred Perſon and Life of the King, our 
Laws and Cuſtoms are ſo tender, that it is made 
High Treaſon only to imagine or intend his Death : 
And as he is the Father of his Country, ſo every Sub- 
ject is oblig'd by his Allegiance to defend him, as 
well in his natural as politick Capacity ; for the Law 


faith, the Life and Member of every Subject is at the 
Service of the Sovereign. 


| Of the QUEEN. 


The Queen is ſo call'd from the Saxon Word Cu- 
| ningine, as the King from Koning 3 and the Queen So- 
vereign, to whom the Crown deſcends, is equal in 
Power to the King. : 

- The Queen Conſort, which is the ſecond Degrees 
hath very high Prerogarives and Privileges during 
the Life of che King, the being the ſecond Per- 
ſon in the Kingdom, and by our Laws, tis High 
Treaſon to conſpire her Death, or violate ber Cha- 


ſtity. 
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This Queen (who is allow'd Regal Robes, and 4 
Crown in the ſame Form as Prarie Queen wear® 
eth) may be crown'd with Royal Solemnity, and is 
permitted to fit in State by the King, although ſhe be 
the Daughter of a Subject. 

She has likewiſe her Courtiers in every Office, di- 
ſtinct as the King hath, together with the Leomen of 

the Guard to attend her at Home, and her Life- 
Guard of Horſe for State and Security when ſhe goes 
Abroad. F 

She hath alſo her Attorney, Soligitor, and Comal 
who are always plac'd within the Bar, with thoſe 
the King in all Courts of Judicature, for the Ma- 
nagement of her Affairs in Law, and the ſame Ho- 
nour and Reſpect which is due to the King, is due to 

er. 

The Queen Dowager, or Queen Mother, takes Place 
next A the Queen Conſort, and loſeth not her Dig- 
nity, although ſhe ſhould marry a private Gentle- 
Man. 


Of the Prince of Wales, or Great Britain. 


Since the Union with Scotland, his Title hath been 
Prince of Great Britain, but ordinarily Prince of 
Wales; and as eldeſt Son to the King of England, he 
is Duke of Cornwall, from his Birth, as he is Duke 
of Roth ſay, and Seneſchal of Scotland. 

At his Creation he is preſented before the King in 
his Surcoat, Cloak and Mantle of Crimſon Vel- 
vet, being girt with a Belt of the ſame, and the Kin 

utteth a Cap and Coroner upon his Head (the Cap o 
the fame ot his Robes, indented and turn d up with 

rmine,.and the Coronet of Gold, compos d of Croſ- 

pattee, and Fleurs de lis with one Arch, and in 
the Midſt a Mound and Crols, as hath the Royal Dia- 
dem) a Ring - on his Middle Finger, a Staff of Gold 
in * Hand, and his Letters Parent, after they are 
Tread. 
His Mantle of Creation, which he wears at the Co- 
ronation of a King, is doubled below the Elbow with 
Ermine, ſpotted Diamond-ways, as in Page 3, but the 
Robe which he wears in Parliament, is adorn'd on the 
Shoulders, with five Bars or Guards of Ermine _ 
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___ Tafvyodulition,

Of 2 UEKEBS. 

The Title and Dann of a Duke hath been of more 
ancient Sranding in the Empire, and other Countries, 
than amongſt us; for the firſt Duke fince the Con- 
queſt, was Edward the Black Prince, eldeſt Son to 
King Edward III. who, in'the Year 1337, was creat 

Duke of Cornwall, and b that Creation, the firſt bo 
Sons of the Kings of England are Dukes of Corn» \ 


wall. 

A Duke is ſaid ro be ſo called from Dux a Captain, 
being ar the firſt always Leader of an Army, and was 
ſo choſen in the Field, either by caſting of Lots, or 
by common Voice; but now, it is a Dignity given 
by Kings and Princes, to Men of great Blood and 

erirt, 

The Ceremony of creating a Duke, is in this 
Manner; he muſt have on his Sarcoar, Cloak, and 
Hood, and led berween rwo Dukes, an Earl going 
ſomewhat before him on the Right Hand, bearing a 
Cap of Eſtate with rhe Coronet on it, (which Cap is 
of Crimſon Velvet, lin'd with Ermine, and the Co- 
ronet Gold) but the Cap muſt not be indented as that 
of the Prince; and on the other Side muſt go an Earl, 
bearing a Golden Rod and verge; and before the Duke 
that is to be created, ſhall go a Marqueſs, bearing the 
Sword ; and before him an Earl with the Manrle, or 
Robe of Eſtate lying on his Arm; which Mantle is 
the ſame as that of the Prince, being fi arler Cloth, 
lin'd with white Taffata, and is doubl'd on the Shoul- 
ders with four Guards of Ermine, at equal Diſtance, 
with a Gold Lace above each Guard (as in the Scots 
Compendium, pag. 5.) to difference it from that of 
the Prince, which has five Guards and Laces; aud be

attir'd as aforeſaid, in his Surcoat, Cloak, &c; and 
4 ſaid Peers, (who muſt be in their Robes of 
Eſtate) conducted into the Preſence-Chamber, after 
the Oath, Obeiſance being made three Times to the 
King ſitting in his Chair of Eſtate, the Perſon ſo veſt- 
ed knecleth down, and Garter King of Arms deli- 
vering his Patent to the King's Secretary, he deliver- 
eth it to the Ring, who delivers it again to be read 
aloud ; and at the Word Inveſtimns, the King guts a 
Duke's Mantle (as before deſcrib'd) upon the Perſon 
who is to be ſo made; and at the Words Gladio Cin- 
cturamus, girts him with a Sword; at Coppæ & Cir- 
culi Aurei r the King in like Manner puts 
upon his Head, the Cap, with the Coronet; and at 
theſe Words, Virgæ Aurez traditionem, the King 
— the Verge of Gold and the Rod into his Hand; 
en is the reſt of the Patent read, wherein he pro- 
nounceth him Duke, after which, the King giveth 


the Patent to the Duke to be kept. His Creation Oath 
is as follows: | 


Y OU ſhall defend the true and Chriſtian Religion 
and Chriſt's Holy Evangeliſts, at preſent preach” 
in this Realm, and ſhall be loyal and true to our So- 
vereign Lord the King's Majeſty, and ſhall defend his

A Baron by Writ, is he unto whom a Writ of Sum- 
mons in the Name of rhe King is di rected, to come to 
the Parliament appointed to be holden at a certain 
Time and Place, and there to treat and adviſe with 
his Majeſty, the Prelates, and Nobility, about the 
Vo Affairs of the Nation. 

The 


Ceremony of a Baron by Writ is this ;, he is 
firſt brought by the King of Arms in his Sovereign's 
Coat, to the Lord Chancellor, between two of the 
youngeſt Parons, who bear the Robe of a Baron; 
there he ſhews his Preſcript, which the Chancellor 
reads, then congratulates him as a Baron, and inveſts. - 
him with thoſe Robes, and the Writ bcing deliver'd to- 
the Clerk of the Parliament; the Baron is ſhew'd to 
the Barons by the ſaid King of Arms, and plac'd in 
their Houle; and from thence is this Title allow'd 
him as Hereditary.

all their Hopes in their Poſterity : The Heir of the 
French Nation is bonour'd with the Name of Dau- 
phin, &c. and in like Manner, the Heir to the Crown _ 
of England has the Title of Prince of Wales. Next 
to his Father, he is Chief in the Realm, and b 
Courſe of the Civil Law, is to ſit at his Right Han 
in all ſolemn Aſſemblies of Stare and Honour, but he 

as no Kingly Prerogarive by the Laws of Britain, in 

the Life of his Father. © 

In the Year 1282, Lewellin ap Griffith, the laſt 
Welch Prince of the Britiſh Race, being Traiterouſl 
mov'd by his Brother David, * King Edwar 
the 1ſt, the Son of Henry the 3d, the ſaid King Ed- 
ward gave him Battle and flew him, and order d his 
Head to be ignominiouſly crown'd with Ivy, and ſer 
upon the Tower of London; and David his Brother, 
being afterwards taken, his Head was ſer up with it, 
and his four Quarters were ſent to four Principal 
Places, which were, Briſtol, Northampton, York, and 
Wincheſter, ro be a Terror to all ungrateful and diſ- 
loyal Perſons ; and was the firſt Execution of this Na- 
ture in England, of a Prince's Son, or any Nobleman. 

King Edward, having r Wales, united it 
to the Crown of England; but perceiving that che 
Welch had no Affection to be ruled by Strangers, he 
ſent for his Queen, great with her firſt Child; to come 
to him at Caernar von Caſtle, where ſhe was deliver'd 
of a Son; and then the ſaid King calling rogerher all 
the Barons of Wales, offer'd them a Prince, who was

ini lieu thereof) ſeiz'd the ſame into his own 3

The County of Cornwal being an Appennage to the 
Crown, King Edward the zd, in the Year 1237, made 
it a Dukedom, and gave it to Edward his eldeſt Son, 
fimamed the Black Prince, from which Time the el- 
deſt Son or Heir apparent, whether it be by Birth or 
by the Death of his elder Brothers, is Duke of Corn- 
wall without any Creation, 

Since the Union with Scotland, the Prince of Wales 
is alſo Duke of Rothſay, and Seneſchal or Steward of 
Scotland, from the firſt Hour of his Nativity, (as be- 
Ing eldeſt Son to the King thereof a Title given abour 
the Year 1390, to David Stewart, Son to King Robert 
the 3d; this Office is of great Conſcquence, havin 

e Management of the Revenues of the Crown anc 
Exchequer, and Commander of the Sovereign's Ar- 
mies, &c. And ſo long as Normandy remain'd in the 
Hands of the Engliſh, the eldeſt Son of the King of 
England was alſo ſtil'd Duke of Normandy. 

The Earldom of Cheſter was given by William the 
Conqueror, to his Nephew Hugh Lupus, Son to the 
Earl of Awrenches in Normandy, and from him the 
faid Title and . the reto belonging deſcended 
in Blood unto John firnamed Le Scot, who was the 
8rh Earl thereof, His Mother was Maud, Siſter and 
Neir to Ranulph firnamed Blundevil, who in the 24th 
of Henry the 2d, was Earl of Cheſter, and dy'd with- 
out Iſſue. His Father was David Earl of Galloway in 
Scotland, and Huntingdon in England, Brother to 
William the Lion, King of Scotland; and the ſaid 

ohn le Scot marrying Helen, Daughter to Lewellin 
Prince of Wales, and dying in 1244, without Iflue, 
King Henry the 3d, the ſame Year (giving the Aunts 
and next Coheirs of the ſaid John le Scor, other Lands 
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fand annexed it to the Crown, and afterwards ſtiled his 
Son Prince Edward, Earl of Cheſter; and the ſaid 
Prince Edward, who, after his Father's Death, was 
King of England, by the Name of Edward the 1ſt 
making the County of -Flint appendant on that of 
Cheſter, they have ever ſince been united to the Prin- 
cipality of Wales. : 
But theſe Princes were not created by Patent, 'till 
the 7th of Edward the 3d, when that King by Letters 
Patent, dated at Pomfret the 18th of March, in the 
Year aforcſaid, created Edward his eldeſt Son, ſirna- 
med the Black Prince, Prince of Wales, Duke of Aqui» 
tain, and Farl of Cheſter and Flint, and inveſted him 
an the ſaid Principality with theſe Enſigns of Honour, 
Viz, a Chapler of Gold, made in Manner of a Gar- 
land, a Gold Ring, and a Verge, Rod, or Sceprer of 
Silver; bur for the preſent Manner of Inveſticure, ſee 
his Royal Highneſs's Patent, Page 8. a 

Since the Union of England and Scotland, che Title 
of the Prince hath been, Magnæ Britanniz Princeps, 
but more ordinarily the Prince of Wales, and ro ima- 
gine his Death, or to violate the Princeſs his Wife, is 
made High Treaſon. 

The Cadets or younger Sons of England, are not 
born Dukes or Earls, but are ſo created of what Place 
or Title the King pleaſes. All the King's Sons are by 
their Births Counſellors of State, that ſo they may be 
brought up in the weighty Affairs of the Kingdom 3 

ut they have no certain Appennages, as'in France, 
but only what the good Pleaſure of the King beſtows 
upon them. 

The Daughters of England are ſtiled Princeſſes, the 
eldeſt of which, to violate, unmarry'd, is High Trea- 
ſon at this Day. 

To all the King's Children belong the Title of Royal 
Highneſs ; and all Subjects are to be uncover'd in their 
Preſence, to kneel when they are admitted to kiſs their 
Hand, and at Table (out of the King's Preſence) they

| =» bray, Segrave, Brewſe of Gower, Fitz- 
Allen, Warrcn Clun, Oſwaldſtree, Maltravers, Grey- 
ock, Furnival, Verdon, Lovetot, Strange of Black- 
mere, and Howard of Caſtle-Riſing, Premier Duke, 
Earl and Baron of England, next the Blood Royal, 
and Chief of the Illuſtrious Family of the Howards. 

Summon'd to Parliament as Baron Howard in 1472, 
the 12th of Edward the 4th, and created Earl of Sur- 
rey, and Duke of Norfolk, the 28th of june, 1483, 
the 1ſt of Richard the zd. 

Created Earl of Norfolk, June the 6th, 1644, the 
20th of Charles the 1ſt ; Baron of Caſtle-Riſing in the 
County of Norfolk, March the 25th, 1669, the 21ſt 
of Charles the 2d; Earl of Norwich in the County 
aforeſaid, and Hereditary Earl-Marſhal, October the 
19th, 1671; and Baron Mowbray, by Writ of Sum- 
mons, March the 6th, 1678. 

This Noble and Illuftrious Family, is deſcended 
from William Howard, a Learned and Reverend 5 

— — 5 
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who liv'd in the Reign of King Edward the 1ſt, and 
had a Son named John, who ſucceeded him, which 
ohn was Sheriff of the Counties of Norfolk and Suf- 
olk, from the 11th to the 16th of Edward the ad, in- 
eluſive, and was Gentleman of the Bedchamber to that 
King. 

He afterwards ſerv'd the ſaid King in his Wars a- 
gainſt the Scots and French, and dying the 5th of Ed- 
ward the 3d, left John his Son aud Heir, who in the 
oth of that Reign, was conſtituted Admiral of the 
King's whole Fleer, from the Mouth of the Thames 
Norchward, and was knizhted. 

From Sir John laſt named, deſcended Sir Roberr 
Howard Knight, which Sir Robert marry'd Margaret, 
Daughter ro Robert Lord Scales, and by her had ano- 
ther John, who being alſo knighted, was retained to 
ſerve King Richard the 2d, for Lite, and marrying 
Alice, Daughter and Heir ro Sir William Tendring, Kt. 
by her had Robert his Heir and Succeſſor. 

This Robert was alſo made a Knight, and marry'd 
Margaret, Daughter and Cohcir to Thomas de Mow- 
bray, Duke of Norfolk, by whom he had a Son nam'd 
John; and the ſaid Sir Robert dying in his Father's 
Life dime, John his Son ſucceeded his Grandfather, 

He alſo began early to diſtinguith himſelf in the 
Wars with France, under King Henry the 6th, and b 
Edward the 4th, was made Sheriff of Norfolk and 
Suffolk, as likewiſe Conſtable of the Caſtle of Nor- 
wich, and one of the King's Carvers. f 

In the ſecond Year of Edward the 4th, he obtain'd 2 

rant of ſeveral Mannors, which were then in the 
Crown 3 and the ſame Year, he commanded the King's 
Fleet jointly with the Lords Falconberg and Clinton, 
where he did conſiderable Service againſt France, 

He was alſo at that Time Trealurer of the King's

moned to Parliament among the Barons of England. 
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In the 18th of Edward the 4th, he was made Con- 

table of the Tower of London, and the next Year, 
Caprain-General of the King's Fleet againſt the Scots, 
as alſo in that Reign made Knight of the Garter. 
In the firſt of Richard the zd, he was made Earl- 
Marſhal of England, and Duke of Norfolk; and pre- 
ceding that oh Coronation, was conſtituted High 
Steward of England for the Day. 

He was likewiſe made Lord High Admiral of Eng- 
hand, Ireland, and Aquitain, for Life, but did not 
Jong enjoy thoſe great Honours, for the next Year, be- 
2ng plac'd in the Front of the King's Army at Boſ- 
worth-Field, was there ſlain with the King. 

He marry'd Catharine, Daughter to William Lord 
Molines, and by her had Thomas his Son and Heir 
who, in the firſt of Richard the 3d, was created Earl 
of Surry, being before Eſquire of the Body to King

In the third of Henry the 9th, he was one of the 
Privy-Council, and the 15th attended the King and 
Queen to Calais, being the next Year made Lord 
High Treaſurer of England, and was ſo continued by 
Henry the 8th, in whoſe firſt Year he was again one 
of the Privy-Council, and the Year following made 
Earl-Marſhal of England for Life.

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The ſaid Anne Stanhope was Daughter to Sir Edward 
Stanhope of Shelford in the County of Nottingham, 
Knight: And Thomas Lord Sudley, Brother to this 
Grear Duke, having marry'd the Lady Catharine Parr; 
Queen Dowager to King Henry VIII. the envy'd the 
Marriage, by Reaſon the younger Brother's Wife, 
claim'd Precedence 3 and poſſeſs'd the Duke her Huſ- 
band, that his Brother ſtudy'd his Ruin, and alſo to 
ger the Prote&orthip out of his Hands; which by the

This great Duke, having thus ſign'd his Brother's 
Death, ſoon afterwards being charg'd with Felony, as 
deſigning to murther the aforeſaid Earl of Warwick, 
and ſeveral of the Nobility, was ſent to the Tower, 
after which he was try'd, and found guilty, and on 
the 22d of January, 1552, (J Edw. 6.) was bcheaded 
on Tower-hill. 4 

He built Somerſet-Houſe in the Strand, where, be- 
fore ſtood two Biſhops Houſes, and a Church, which 
were pull'd down to make Way for it, and moſt Part 
of the Church and, Steeple of Sr. John of Jeruſalem 
ruin'd, to carry on the Building ; and — marry'd 
Anne Stanhope, as aforeſaid, by her left Edward hi 
Heir and Succeſſor, from whom is deſcended the pre- 
ſent Duke of Somerſet; and by his firſt Wife, who 
was Catharine, Daughter and Coheir to Sir William 
Fillol of Woodland in the County of Dorſet, Kr. he 
had Edward Seymour of Berry-pomery in the County 
of Devon, from whom is deſcended Francis now Lord

for nine Years, and ſhe till the Time of her Death.

Lord Ruſſel of Thornhaugh,, his firſt Couſin, Son of 
Willia n his Father's Brother, (who was created a Fa- 
ron by King James I.) ſucceeded. 
He marry'd Catharine, Daughter and ſole Heir to 
Giles Bridges, Lord Chandos, and by her had two 
dons, William his Succeſſor, and John, a Colonel for 
tne King in the Civil Wars, (made Knizht of the Batu 
at the Coronation of King Charles 1.) as alſo four 
Vaughrers z of which, Catharine was marry d to Ro- 
Þ.rt Lord Brook, Anne to George Earl of Briſtol, Mar- 
garet to james Earl of Carliſle, and Diana to Francis 
Lord Newpor:, Treaſurer of the Houſhold ro King 
nNarics II. 
In the 25th of Charles II. William who ſucceeded, 
was made Knight of the Garter, and aſſiſting at the 
Coronation of King Willian and Queen Mary, he 
there carry'd the Queen's Sceprex of the Dove; after. 
which, he was made one of the r Privy Council, Lord 
Lieutenant of the Counties of Bedford and Cambridge,, th 
Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the agg | 1 
of Middleſex, and the Liberties of Weſtminſter, 
created a Marqueſs aud Duke. 
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He marry'd the Lady Anne, Daughter to Robert 
Earl of Somerſer, and by her had two Daughters and 
three Sons, of which was William Lord Ruſſel, who, 
in 1683, was beheaded for oppoſing a Popiſh Succeſſor; 
and of the Daughters, Diana the eldeſt, was marry d, 
firſt ro Sir Grevile Verney of Compton-Verney in the 
County of Warwick, Knight of the Bath, and after- 
wards to William Lord Allington ; and Margaret the 
youngeſt, to Edward now Earl of Orford. 

William, who was beheaded in his Father's Life- 


time, marry*d the Lady Rachel, ſecond Daughter and. 


Cohcir ro Thomas Wriotheſly, Earl of Southampton, 
Lord High Trczaſurer of Engjand, and by her left a Son 
named Wriotheſly, who ſucteeded his Grandfather ; as 
alſo two Daughters, of which, the Lady Rachel is now 
Dutcheſs of Devonſhire; and the Lady Catharine was 
firſt Wife to Jobn late Duke of Rutland. 

Wriotheſly who ſucceeded, was made Knight of the 
Garter by William III. as alſo Gentleman of his Bed- 
chamber; and dying in 1711, left Iſſue by Elizabeth 
his Wife, only Daughter and Heir to John Howland of 
S reatham in the County of Surry, Eſq; (by Elizabeth 
his Wit, Siſter by the half Blood to Sir Richard Child, 
now Lord Viicount Caſtlemain) two Sons, Wriorthelly 
the preſent Duke, and the Lord John; as likewiſe two 
Daughters, the Lay Rachel, and the Lady Elizabeth; 
of which, the eldeſt is marry'd to Scroop now Duke 
of Bridgewater. And in 1725, his Grace the Duke of 
Bedford was marry d to the Lady Anne Egerton, only 
Daughter of the ſaid Duke of Bridgewater, by the La- 
dy Elizabeth his firſt Wife, zu Daughter and Cohcir 
to John late Duke of Marlborough,

William Cavendiſh, Duke and Earl of Devon- 
ſhire, Marqueſs of Hartington, Baron Cavendiſh of 
Hardwick, Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum for 
the County of Derby, Knight of che Garter, and Pre- 
ſident of the Council. Seat 

Creared Baron of Hardwick in the County of Derby, 
May the 4th, in 1605, the zd of James I. Earl of rhe 
County of Devon, Auguſt rhe 7th, in 1618, the 16th 
of James I. Margueſs of Harrington in the County of 
Derby, and Duke of the County of Devon, May the 
12th, in 1694, the 6th of William and Mary. 

This Illuftrious Family derives its Deſcent from 2 
younger Branch of the Gernons, famous in Norfolk 
and Eſſex, as alſo in the County of Suffolk, at a Place 
cal”d Cavendiſh, from whence they took their Sir- 
name; the firſt ot which was John Cavendiſh, who in 
1366, the 39th of Edward III. was one of the tices 
ot the King's Bench; and in the 46th of that Reign, 
Lord Chief Juſtice of the ſame Court. 

He was likewiſe ſummon'd to Parliament by Writ, 
from the 46th of Edward III. to the 5th of Richard II. 
but was afterwards beheaded by Straw and Tyler's Mob, 
who rebel d in Kent, and other Parts. 

Of this Family was the glorious Seamany Captain 
Thomas Cavendiſh, who, in 1588, finiſh'd Mis Expedi- 
tion round the World, (he being the third Perſon that 
had voyaged about it) as alſo Mr. Cavendiſh, who, in 
the Reign of Queen Mary, wrote the Life and Death 
of Cardinal Wolſey, to whom he had been Gentleman- 
Uſher, and whom he attended in all his Glory and Mi- 

er). , - 

In the Cardinals laſt Sickacſs, the King hearing of 
the Abilities and Fidelity of this Gentleman, ſent for 
him by one of his Privy Chamber; and he, as ſoon as 
be bad paid his laſt Reipe8s of Burial o the Cardinal,

at Leiceſter, haſten*d ro Court, where he was called in 
by the King, with whom he had a long Conterence,

to admit you to be our Servant in our Chamber; 
© and then go to the Lord of Norfolk, and he {hall 
= Pay you your. whole Year's Wages, and a Reward 
ide. 

Of this Family was likewiſe William Cavendiſh of 
Chatſworth in the County of Derby, Eſq; who in the 
z iſt of Henry VIII. was made one of the Auditors of 
the Court of Augmentation; and, in the zyth, Trea- 


ſurex of his Chamber, and one of his Privy Council; 


and continuing in the ſame Station under King Ed- 
ward VI. and Queen Mary, was knighted, and from 
them received leveral Lands and Mannors. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter ro John Hardwick 
of Hardwick in the County ot Verby, Eſq; by Eliza- 
deth his Wife, Daughter and Coheir ro Thomas Leak 
of Loaſland, and by her had two Sons, William his 
Succeſſor, and Charles; which Charles was Father of 
William Baron of Ogle, Lord Cavendith of Bolſover, 
Viſcount Mans fie ld, Earl, Marqueſs, and Duke ct 
Newcaſtle ; and the ſaid Elizabeth, who was Mother 
of rhe ſaid Charles and William, was Keeper of Mary 
Queen of Scots (committed Priſoner ro George Earl 
ot Shrew1buxy) for Seventeen Years 3 her Chambers 
and Rooms of State, with her Arms, and other Enſigns, 
are ſtill remaining at Hardwick ; but her Bed was ta- 
ken away for Plunder in the Civil Wars. 

The ſaid William. Cavendiſh, by Elizabeth his Wife, 
had alſo three Daughters, of which, Frances was 
marry' d to Henry Pierpoint of Holm-pierpoint in the 
County of Nottingham, Elizabeth to Charles Steuart, 
Earl of Lennox, younger Brother to the Father of 
King James I. and Mary to Gilbert Earl of Shrewibury, 

the Son of George atoreſaid, 

William who ſucceeded, was created Baron Caven- 
diſh of Hardwick ; as allo Earl of Devonſhire, and 
warry'd Anne, Dauyhter and Heir to Henry Kighlcy 
of Kizhley in the County of York, Eſq; by whom hc 
had Wiliiam his Heir, and three Daughters, of which, 
Frances was marry'd to William Lord Maynard. 
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William the Heir, who ſucceeded his Father, mar- 
ry d Chriſtian, only r to Edward Lord Bruce 
of Kinloſs in the Kingdom of Scotland; which Ed- 
ward being in great Favour with King James I. the 
faid King gave his Daughter in Marriage to the Earl of 
Devonſhire with his own Hand, Fs hr Fortune 
ten thouſand Pounds, becauſe ſhe was his near Kinſ- 
woman, and by her the Earl had William his Succeſ- 
ſor 3 Charles, {lain in the King's Service in 1643; and 
2 Daughter nam'd Anne, who was wg % to Robert 
Lord Rich, Son and Heir to Robert Earl of War- 
wick. | 

This noble Earl was b:loy'd and admir'd in both 
Houles of Parliament, and a great Speaker in them z 
but dying in 1628, was ſuccceded by William his Sony 
aforeſaid; which William mariy'd Elizabeth, ſecond 
Daughter to William Cecil, Earl of Saliſbury, and by 
her had William his Succeſſor, and a Daughter named 
Anne, who was marry'd, firſt to Charles Lord Rich, 
only Son to Charles Earl of Warwick, and afterwards 
ro fohn Earl of Exeter. 

William who ſucceeded, was (in 1689) made Stew- 
ard of the Houſhold, in which Poſt he continu'd 'til 
the Year 1711; being one of the Privy-Council to 
King William and Queen Mary, as alſo Lord High 
Steward of England for the Day of their Coronation, 


and carry'd the Regal Crown next to the King's Per- 


on. 

He was alſo, by King William, made Knight ot the 
Garter, Marqueſs of Hartington, Duke of Devonſhire, 
Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum for the County 
of Derby, and from 1695 to 1701, was one of the Lords 

uſtices of England, a continual Honour that happen'd 
to no other Peer ſave kim and the Lord Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury. 

He was likewiſe High Steward for the Day, at che 
Coronation of Queen Anne, and bore the Crown, be- 
ing ſupported by the Dukes of Richmond and Somer- 
fer. In the iſt Year of her Reign, he was one of the 
Commiſſioners to treat of an Union with Scotland ; 
and in the 4th, was one of the Lords who waited on 
- Alajeſty to Cambridge, where he was made Doctor 

W. 
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54 Cavendiſh, Duke of Devonſhire. 
In the 5th of Queen Anne, he was appointed one of 
the Commiſſioners to treat of a nearer Union between 
England and Scotland, which he liv'd to ſee com- 
pleared ; but dy d the ſame Year, leaving Iſſue by the 
Lady Mary his Wife, ſecond Daughter to James Duke 
of Ormond, William the preſent Duke, the Lord 
James, and a Daughter named Elizabeth, who is mar- 
xy'd to Sir John Wentworth of Broadworth in the 
County of York, Bart. | 

William rhe preſent Duke, being alſo Steward of 
the Houſhold ro the late Queens had that Favour 
heightned by her Majeſty's gracious Expreſſion, that 
© She had loſt a loyal Subject and a good Friend in the 
© Father, but did not doubt ro find them both again 
© in the Son.“ After which, the made him one of her 
Privy Council, Knight of the Garter, Lord Lieute- 
nant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of rhe PREY of Derby, 
and Warden and Chief Juſtice in Eyre of all the Fo- 
reſts, Chaces, Parks, and Warrens, North of Trent. 

In 1708, he was Captain of the Yeomen' of the 
Guards, and in the firſt of King George, appointed 
one of the Regents *rill his Majeſty arriv'd from Ha- 
nover, as alſo one of the Privy Council, Lord Lieu- 
tenant and Cuſtos Rotulorum of the County of Derby, 
and Steward of his Majeſty's Houſhold. 

In 1716, he was made Preſident of the Council, as 
alſo in 1720, 1723, and 15725, one of the Lords Juſti- 
ces, during his Majeſty's Stay beyond Sea. | 

On the 29th gf March, 17235, he was again ſworn 
Preſident of th& Council, in the Room of the Lord 
Carleton, deceas'd;z and his Grace marrying the Lad 

Rachel, eldeſt Daughter to William Lord Ruſſel, an 

Siſter ro the late Duke of Bedford, by her has three h 

Sons and three Daughters, of which, the Lady Rachel, f 

on the 14th of May, 1723, was marry'd to Sir William 8

Henrietta Godolphin, Dutcheſs and Counreſs 
of Marlborough, Marchioneſs of Blandford, and Ba- 
roneſs of San ridge, as Succeſſor ro her Father, John 
late Duke of Marlborough; who was created Baron of 
Sandridge in the County of Hertford, May 14, 1685, 
the 1ſt of James II. Earl of Marlborough in the Coun- 
ty of Wilts, April 9, 1689, the 1ſt of William and 
Mary ; Marqueſs of Blandford in the County of Dor- 
ſet, and Duke of Marlborough, Dec. 14, 1702, the 1ſt 
of Q. Anne; and made Prince of Mindelheim in Swa- 
bia, in 1704, by the Emperor of Germany. 

This Noble and Illuftrious Family, is deſcended from 
the Houſe of Leon in France, which flouriſhed there 
long before the Conqueſt, | f 

From whence deſcended Sir Bartholomew Churchill 
who held the Caſtle of Briſtol for King Stephen; an 
from him deſcended Ortho de. Churchill, who had a 
Son named Gilbert, that was Lord of Yampron and 
Lineham; alſo another Son named William, who was 
Grandfather to Charles Churchill, Eſq; . 

Which Charles was in great Favour with King Ed- 
ward IV. and marry'd the Daughter and Heir of Sir 
w Y _ Wildwide, by whom he had Thomas his Son 
and Heir. | 
Which Thomas marry'd one of the Daughters and 
Cohgirs of — Tyls of ky, le Houſe in t County 
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of Devon, and by her had a Son named William, who 
was Father of Hover and John Churchill, 7 — 
t 


Roger marry'd the Daughter and Heir of Peye- 
ril of Bradford, by whom he had Mather Churchill, 


Eſq; Father of lalper Churchill, Great Grandfather 

Sir John Churchill, Kt. (Lord of Churchill in the 
«County of Somerſet) who dy'd without Iſſue. 

lJehn the 2d Son, Brother to Roger, marry'd Mary, 
Daughter and Coheir to Sir Henry Winſtan of Sandi 
Non in the County of Glouceſter, and by her had Sir 
Winſtan Churchill of Wotton-Baſlet in the County of 
Wilts, Kt. who was Clerk of the Green-Cloth, and 
Fellow of the Royal Society. 

He marry'd Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir William 
Drake of Aſh in the County of Devon, Kt. by whom 
he had John late Duke of Marlborough, whoſe firſt 
Step to Advancement was Page of Honour to James 
Duke of York ; the ſaid Duke alſo made him an Enſign 
in the Foot Guards; and in 1672, the Duke of Mon- 
mouth gave him a Captain's Commiſſion in his own 
Regiment in France. 

After many great Exploits in the Low Countries, he 
was (in 16973) at the Siege of Maeſtricht, where he 
took a Lunette with only his own Company of Grena- 
diers, when the French and Switzers were retreating 
from the Fire of the Town; for which he had the 
Thanks of the French King, at the Head of the Army, 


and Aſſurances of his Recommendation to the Englith - 


Court. When he return'd to England, the Duke of 
Monmouth gave ſuch a Character of his Bravery, that 
he was made Lieutenant Colonel to Sir Charles Little- 
ton, and Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber, and Maſter 
of the Robes to the Duke of York, whom he attended 
into Flanders in 1679, and the next Year to Scotland, 
where the Duke honour'd him with ſeveral important 
Truſts. He made a ſecond Voyage ſoon after, with the 
Duke to Scotland, in which both narrowly eſcaped 
Shipwreck, and he was very inſtrumental in ſaving his 
Maſter's Life. * 

At his Return, King Charles created him Baron of 
Aymvuth ; and Kin James, upon his Acceſſion to the 
* continu d him Gentleman of the Bed-cham- 

r, made him Colone! of the zd Troop of _ 
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Baron of Sandridge, and Brigadier General of his 
Army in the Weſt, where he greatly ſignaliz'd him- 
felf; for when Monmouth came to ſurprize the King's 
Forces, che 1 by the Commanding Officers be- 
ing in their Beds, he kept the Enemy in play till the 
mg Troops had form'd themſelves, and thereby 
ſav'd the whole Army. 

The Prince of Orange made his Lordſhip a Lieure- 
nant-General, and ſent him to adviſe the King at 


Whitehall, to retire till Matters were ſettled. Next 


Year King William made his Lordſhip Gentleman of 
his Bedchamber, and Earl of Marlborough, and ſent 
him to Flanders, where he commanded the Engliſh 
Forces, and was at the Battle of Walcourt. 

In 1690, he was made General of the Forces ſent to 
Ireland, where he made the ſtrong Garriſons of Cork 
and Kingſale Priſoners. 

In 1691, he made the Campaign under King William 
in the Netherlands, where Prince Vaudemont gave 
the King this Character of his Lordſhip. There is 
- — in the Earl of Marlborough, that is in- 
* exprefſible ; for the Fire of Kirk, the Thought of 
© Lanier, the Skill of Mackay, and the Bravery of 
* Colcheſter, ſeem united in his Perſon 5 and I hav 
loſt my Knowledge in Phyſiognomy, it any Subje 
you have, can ever attain to ſuch Military Glory, as 
this Combination of ſublime Perfections muſt one 
Day advance him to.“ The King ſaid, He believed 
that Marlborough would do his Parr to make his 
Words good. But the Beginning of the next Year, 
every Body was ſurprized to ſee his Lordſhip forbid 
the Court, and diſmiſſed from all his Employments, 
as Captain of a Troop of Life-Guards, Lieutenant- 
General of the Infantry, Colonel of a Regiment of 
Fufiliers, and Gentleman of his Majeſty's Bed-cham- 

r: But the ſame Year being reſtored to Favour, and 
couſtituted Governor of the Dnke of Glouceſter, pre- 
ſerable to many Competitors of the higheſt Diſtine- 
tion; when the King deliver'd the young Prince to 
him he ſaid, My Lord, teach him but to be what you 
are, and 11 Nephew cannot want Accompliſhment. 
After this, he was ſworn of the Privy-Council, and 
was one of the Lords Juſtices three 


imes ſucceſſively 
in the King's Abſence, who (in 1963) 'bi 
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General of the Foot, and Commander in Chief of the 
Engliſh Forces in Holland, Ambaſſador Extraordinar 
and Plenipotentiary at the Hague, and recommende 
him on his Death-bed to her late Majeſty, as a Perſon 
of a cool Head, and a warm Heart, and the fitteſt in 
all her Dominions to conduct her Armies, and preſide 
in her Councils. | 
In 1702, Queen Anne made him Captain-General of 
her Forces, and“ Knight of the Garter, and ſent 
him Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary, 
with her Letter of Condolance on King Williams 
Death, to the States-General, who acquainted his 
Lordſhip, that his Perſon was highly acceptable to 
them, nor only for his own Merit, and the Queen's 
Choice of him, but for King William's Sake, who 
firſt inveſted him with that Character. After ſeveral 
Conferences with the States Deputies about a War, 
and adjuſting the Quota's of the Allies, he put him- 
ſelf at the Head of the Army in Flanders, where all 
the other Generals having Orders to obey him, he 
took the Caſtle of Gravenbroeck, Fort St. Michael, 
Stockem, Venlo, Ruremond, Ste venſwaert, Liege, &c. 
When the States- General ſent to congratulate him on 
his victorious Campaign, the Penſionary added, That 
the Power of France had well nigh extended her un- 
controulable Domiion over all Europe, had he not 
been the Inſtrument in aſcertaining the Liberties of 
© the better Part of the Chriſtian World.“ Then their 
High Mightineſſes made his Lordſhip General of their 
Forces, with a Salary of 10,0001. a Year ; and upon 
his Rerurn ro London, the Commons who had voted 
him Thanks for his great Services, and retrieving the 
Honour of the Engliſh Nation, ſent ſeveral of their 
Members to compliment him; after which, the Queen 
made him a Marqueſs and Duke, and gave him 5000 !. 
a Year for Life, out of the Poſt-Office. f 
In 1703, his Grace took Bon, Huy, and Limburg, 
drove the French from the Neighbourhood of Liege, 
and met King Charles III. the preſent Emperor, then 
$oing to Spain, at Duſſeldorp, who gave him a Swor 
\Jet with Diamonds, and having repreſented. the Mis- 
forrunes of the Empire to him, by the Defe&ion of 
the EleQor of Bavaria, his Grace negotiated at the 


Hague and at London about its Relief. In 
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In 1904, he carry'd the greateſt Part of the Army to 
Germany, having Interviews by the Way with 8 
Electors of Mentz, Triers, and other Potentates, till 
he join'd Pringe Lewis of Baden, after a prodigious 
March of abo 60 German Leagues from the Maeſe to 
the Danube in 30 Days, Among other Compliments, 
the Prince told him, he was come to ſave the Empire; 
but the Duke reply d, he came to learn from him how 
to do the Empire Service. Here he had a Viſit from 
the Illuſtrious Prince Eugene ; and for the Honour of 
himſelf and his Country, a Poſt which equall'd him 
to the firſt General in Chriſtendom, viz. to command 
alrernately with Prince Eugene and Prince Lewis, and 
that in the Heart of Imperial Territories, where 
always *rill then the Forces of the Empire had the 
Precedence. Then his Grace forc'd the Enemies Lines 
at Schellemberg, and ſent the Ele&or of Bavaria a 
Letter, preſſing him to return to his Obedience, A- 
bout this Time alſo, his Grace received a Letter of 
Thanks from the Emperor Leopold, which was writ- 
ten in his own Hand, an Honour ſeldom done to any 
bur Sovereign Princes. 

This Year, on the 2d of Auguſt, his Grace, 'in 
concert with Prince Eugene, gave the Enemy that 
fatal Blow at Hochſtett, in which it was obſerved, he 


was reſolv'd either to conquer or die; beeauſe, ſome - 


Hours before. the Battle, he devoted himſelf ro God, 
in Preſence of his Chaplain, and receiv'd rhe Sacra- 
ment, 

For this Action, glorious in its Succeſs, and much 
more glorious in its Conſequences, his Grace received 
congratulatory Letters from moſt of the Potentares of 
Europe, and in particular from the Stares-General 
and from the Emperor, who directed his Letter to 
him as Prince of Mindelheim (in Swabia ) which 
Title his Grace afterwards obtained the Queen's Leave 
to accept. His Imperial Majeſty alſo caus d a Pillar to 

ſer up at Hochſtett, with a Latin Inſcription, to 
perperuate the Memory of the Victory; which con- 
cludes with aſcribing it to the Conduct of the — 
John Duke of Marlborough, who ed the 


Vigorious Army with immortal Glory. |

His Grace ended this glorious Campaign by poſſeſ- 
fing himſelf of Homburgh, Treves, &c. and then 
took a Tour to the King of Pruſſia, with whom he 

revailed to continue his Forces in the Service of the 

ke of Savoy, which kept the Savoyard firm to the 
Alliance; and his Grace alſo laid down ſuch Schemes 
at the Court of Berlin, as ſuſpended their Diſputes 
with the Dutch about King William's Eſtate; which 
wiſe Conduct of his Grace, cauſed the whole Confede- 
racy to acknowledge, thar he had done the greateſt 
Services that could be to the common Cauſe in that 
Juncture. The King of Pruſſia diſmiſs'd him with 
coſtly Preſents: When he came to the Hague, he had 
the publick Thanks of the States-General for his Con- 
duct both in the Field and Cabinet; and in England the 
Queen and her Royal Conſort received him with the 
higheſt Eſteem, and both Houſes of Parliament with 
their ſolemn Thanks. The Commons moreover ad- 
dreſs d the Queen to perpetuate his Memory 3 where- 
upon her Majeſty granted him the Intereſt of the 
Crown in the Honour and Mannor of Woodſtock, 
and a Bill paſs'd both Houſes for that Purpoſe. 

In 1705, he retook Huy, rais'd the Siege of Liege, 

forc'd the French Lines at Hilderſheim, which h 
n fortifying three Winters, and bear a Detachment 


om the Enemy's Grand Army, commanded by two J 
Lientenant-Generals, who were Poch taken Priſoners; 
all which, the States aſcribed, next under God, to his ſ 
Lordſhip's Care, Prudence and Valour, which had C 
conquer d Difficulties that for above two Years had ap- d 
pear d unſurmountable. And the Emperor declar d, t 
that his Gracc's Services tothe common Cauſe in ge- h 
neral, and to his Family in particular, were ſuch as 0 
ſhould never be forgotten Rim nor his Poſterity. L 

His Grace having ended the Campaign by the taking mn 
of Santuliet and Lewe, made a Tour to Vienna, up- L 


on an Inyiration of the Emperor Joſeph, who highly 
cargly'd 
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careſs d him, and gave him a rich Diamond Ring. And 
as he returned to the Haguc, he had a Sword ſet with 
Diamonds from the King of Pruſſia, a fine Calaſh and 
fix Horſes from the Elector of Hanover, (his preſent 
Majeſty) and other noble Preſents from the Ele&or 
Palatine, But before he left Vienna, the Emperor 
made a Grant to him and his Heirs, of the Principali- 

of Mindelheim, and he was afterwards inveſted 

rein, and admitted by his Plenipotentiary Mr. Step- 
ney, to fit and vote as ſuch in the College of Princes. 
His Grace, at the ſame Time, renew'd our Treaties 
with the Emperor Joſeph, and provided for the ſecu- 
rity of the Duke of Savoy ; upen his Return to 
England, he had the Thanks of the Commons a third 
Time, for his great Services to, her Majeſty and the 
Nation, and for his prudent Negotiations with the 
Queen's Allies. 

In 1506, his Grace defeated the French and Bava- 
rians at Kamellies, on the 12th of May, and gain'd all 
Brabant. He was every where in this deſperate Ac- 
tion, and in imminent Danger of Life, once when 
ſingled our by ſeveral of the moſt rkcolute of the 
French King's Houſhold Troops, who had kill'd or 
taken him, had not ſome of his own Foot came to his 
Aſſiſtance, and a ſecond Time, when he had a Horle 
ſhort under him, and Colonel Bringkeld loſt his Head 
by a Cannon Ball, as he was going to remount him. 
His Grace went immediately ro the Hague, to concert 
Meaſures for improving the Victory, and ended this 


rmond. N | 

After this, the EleQor of Bavaria ſent the Duke a 
Letter, with a Propoſal of Conferences for a Peace, 
in which he own'd, that the Intereſts of England were 
ſafely intruſted with his Grace: After the Duke had 
communicated the Purport of the Letter to the Confe- 
derate Miniſters, and engaged them to prevail with 
their Maſters to augment their Forces next Cam e 
he arriv'd in England, where he recciv'd the Thanks 
of the Houſe of Commons a fourth Time; and the 
Lord Keeper, late Earl Cowper, complimented him 
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© The Advantages you have gaig'd, are of ſuch 2 
© Nature, ſo conſpicuous in themſelves, ſo undoubr- 
© edly owing to your Courage and Conduct, ſo ſenſi- 
© bly univerſal and beneficial in their-Conlequences, 
© that to attempt to adorn them wich the Colourings 
© of Words, would be in vain and inexcuſable, and 
© therefore I decline it, the rather becauſe I ſhould 
© offend that great Modeſty, which alone can and does 
© add a Luftre to your Actions, and which, in your 
© Grace's Example, has ſucceſsfully withſtood as great 
© Trials, as that Virtue has met with in any Inſtance 
© whatever : And I beg Leave to ſay, that if an 
© Thing could move your Grace to refle& with muc 
© Satisfa&ion on your own Merit, it would be this, That 
© ſo auguſt an Aſſembly does with one Voice praiſc 
© and thank you; an Honour, which a 7 ſo 
© ſure as that of your Grace's, to think rightly of 
© every Thing, canner but prefer to the Oſtentation of 
© publick Triumph. 

This Year the Houſe of Lords was pleaſed to perpe- 
tuate his Memory by an Act, confirming his Titles and 
Honours, &c. as hereafter mentioned, for which his 
Grace handſomly expreſs d his Acknowledgments in a 
ſer Speech. : 

In 1707, the Duke went with full Powers from the 
Queen and the States-General, to ſeveral Courts, to 
concert Meaſures for reinforcing the Army, and to 
prevent the threaten'd Invaſion of Saxony by the 
Swedes. His Grace had three Audiences of the King 
of Sweden, din'd with him in Publick, and had an 
Interview with the Kings Staniſlaus and Auguſtus, and 
from thence went to the Courts of Pruſſia and Hano- 
ver, and to Frankfort, where he provided for an of- 
fenifive War in Flanders, and for putting the Forces on 
the Rhine, under the Command of the Ele&or of Ha- 
nover, his preſent — * and return'd to the Low 
Countries time enough to prevent the French from 
ravaging Braban:. 

In 1708, his Grace obtained the glorious Victory of 
Audenard, on the 11th of June, in the Sight of the 
Dukes of Burgundy and Berry, who ſhamefully ran 
away to carry the News to the French Court, While 
the Electoral Prince of Hanover (now his Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of Wales) fought as a Voluntier 
among

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among his Father's Troops, under his Grace's Com- 
mand. After this, he cover'd the Siege of Lifle, took 
it after à very obſtinate Defence, relieved Bruſſels, 
then beſieged by the EleQor of Bavaria, and rerook 
Ghent and Bruges, which the Enemy had ſeiz d by 

Treachery, The Houſe of Commons were ſo impa- 
tient of returning his Grace their Thanks, that they 
did not ſtay for his Arrival, but ſent their Speaker to 
compliment him ar Bruſſels, And when he came 
Home, ang took his Place in the Houſe of Lords, the 
Lord Chancellor Cowper, in their Name, compli- 
mented him by another elegant Harangue. 

Jn 1709, his Grace went to Holland, from whence 

made two Voyages to England in the Spring, to 
communicate to the Court what had paſs d at the 
Hague, relating to the Overtures of Peace, made by 
the Miniſters of France. 

The ſame Year he was made ork of che Privy Coun- 
cil, and a Plenipotentiary at the Treaty of Peace in 
Holland, which breaking up without Effect, he haſt- 
ned to the Field, where having ſciz'd St. Amand and 
Montague on the Scheld, he cover'd the Siege of 
Tournay, which ſoon ſurrender'd to him, and routed 
the French with great Slaughter and Booty, at the ſa- 
mous Battle of Blaregnies. f 

He crowned this glorious Campaign with the Re- 
duction of the ſtrong City of Mons, and all Hainault. 
The States complimented his Grace upon this Victory, 
in a Letter wherein they gratefully acknowledged his 
high Deſerts; and then the Duke returned to England, 
where he had a ſixth Time the Thanks of both Houſes 
of Parliament, and the Lord Chancellor, in the Name 
of the Lords, addreſs'd him again in a ſet Speech, 

In 1510, the States General finding the Infinceriry of 
the French in their Negotiations, preſſed the Queen 
© to ſend the Duke over early in the Spring, if he 
could be ſpared, that they might have the Benefit of 
his wiſe Counſels, as well as reap Advantage from 

his incomparable Valour.* *Alſo both Houſes of 
Parliament addreſs'd the Queen to the ſame Purpoſe, 

wherein they expreſſed their Senſe of © his unparallell'd 
* Services, and applauded her Majeſty's great Wiſdom, 
„ in having honoured the ſame Perſon with the Cha-

© important Truſts. The Duke veing, ent according» 
ly, rook the Field fix Weeks. before the French, and 
reduced the ſtrong Towns of Doway, Bethune, St. Ve- 
nant, and Aire; the firſt of which, was a Place of 
ſuch Conſequence, that the French in all their Nego- 
tiations, always excepted it our AM the Number of 
Towns propoſed to be given as an Equivalent. 

When his Grace entred Doway, the Chancellor of 
the Univerſity ſaluted him with a noble Haranguc, 
which (afcer a general Recapitulation of all his Grace 
Conqueits, and perſonal Virtues) ends thus: 

© No wonder then, that the Emperor has made you 
© a Prince of the Empire, and the Queen of Grea: 
Britain has conferrd the higheſt Honours, and mul- 
© tiply d Fayours Upon you ; that her Parliamen:s 
have given you all Proofs of Eſteem and Affection, 
* and that the French themſclves have on a thouſand 
© Occaſions proclaim'd your Praiſes. My Lord, ſhouid 
* we enter into a particular gurvey of all your heroick 
Actions, and admirable Qualities, we thould never 
* tiave done; and we muſt conſider, chat we oughc 
not ro derain a Prince too long, whoſe Moments ale 
© {o precious, &c. 

When his Grace return'd from rhis Campaign, he 
found his Dutcheſs and other great Friends in the Mi- 
niſtry out of Favour, and himſelf but coolly recciv'd 
at Court. But his Grace having promis d the States- 
General, not to be provoked ro deſert the common 
Cauſe, concerted Meaſures with the New Miniſtry, a» 
frankly as he had done with the Old; which, with the 
duriful Surrender of all his Dutchels's Places to ber 
oftended Miſtreſs, was ſo acceptable to her Majelts, 
that the renew*d his Commiſſion, and made a Ditpo!:- 
tion of the other Generals to his entire Satisfaction. 

In 1711, the Duke returned to Flanders, Where, 
with admirable Speed and Secrecy, and without Blood” 
ſhed, he forc'd the French Lines on the Senſet and the 
Scheld, which Marſhal Villars. boaſted were his de 

lus ultra: And after his Grace had paſſed thoſe Lines 

e took the ſtrong Town of Bouchain, (which gave 
bim a great Inlet into Old France) and made the Gar- 
riſon Priſoners of War, tho they were numerous and 


wanted nothing, in. Sight of 100,000 fighting — 
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that endeavoured to relieve them, and in the Midſt of 
the Enemies Intrenchments, Lines and Gfrriſons, 
that were continually on the Watch to firike ſome 
great Blow, This done, his Grace returned to the 
Hague, where he was receiv'd with the uſual Tokens

— 1 Son to Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of War- 
WICK» 

In the Reign of King Edward III. the ſaid Houſe 
was ſold to the Crown, and not long after annexed 
for eyer to the Maſter of this Office, on whom there 
were high Privileges and Immunities confer*d by King 
Henry VI. and confirm'd by his Succeſſors; — King 
James I. enlarged the ſame, as alſo ordain' d, that the 
Great Office (which, ſince the Fire of London, is kept 
in York Houſe Buildings) ſhould be an Incorporation, 
or Body Politick, for ever. 

Many Tradeſmen, Arrificers, and others, belong to 
this Office, to the Number of Sixty at leaſt, (all ſworn 
Servants to the King) whoſe Buſineſs is to furniſh ſe- 
veral Things from thence, as making Proviſion for 
Coronations, Marriages, and Funerals of the Royal 
Family, and to furniſh the Court with Beds, Hang= 
ings, Cloths of Eſtate, Carpets, and other Neceſſaries; 
as alſo ro furniſh Houſes for Ambaſladors, at theis 
firſt Arrival in England, L : 

They likewiſe furniſh Preſents for Foreign Princes, 
and Ambaſſadors, Cloths of Eſtate, and other Furni- 
ture for the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, Lord Prefi- 
dent of the Principality of Wales, and all his Majeſty's 
Ambaſſadors abroad 4 and alſo provide all Robes for 
Knights of the Garter, whether at Home or abroad; 
and Robes, and all other Furniture, for the Offices of 
the Garter. 

They alſo furniſh Coats for Kings, Heralds, and 
Purſuivants ar Arms, Robes for the Lord Treaſurer 
and Liveries for the Lord Chamberlain, Grooms of 
his Majeſty's Privy Chamber, Officers of his Majeſty's 
Robes, and divers other his Majeſty's Servants. 
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They likewiſe furniſh rich Liveries for the two 
Lords Chief juſtices, all the Barons of the Exchequer, 
divers Officers in thoſe Courts, and all Liveries for his 
Majeſty's Servants, as Yeomen of the Guard, War- 
dens of the Tower, Trumpeters, Kettle Drummers, 
Drummers, Fifes, and Meſſengers. 

They alſo furniſh all belonging to rhe Stables, as 
Coachmen, Foormen, Littermen, Poſtilions, and 
Grooms, &c. all Coaches, Chariots, Harneſſes, Sad- 
dles, Bits and Bridles, &c. the King's Watermen and 
Game-Keepers; and all Linnen and Laces for his Ma- 
jeſty's Perion, &.

T HE Moſt Noble and Puiſſant Lord, Theophi- 
lus Haſtmgs, Earl of Huntingdon, Baron Ha- 
ſtings, Hungerford, Botreaux, Molins, and Moels. 
Created Baron Haſtings of Haſtings in the County of 
Suſſex, July the 26th, in 1461, the 1ſt of Edward IV. 
Baron Hungerford of Herte(bury in the County of 
Wilks, by Summons, November the 15th, in 1482, 
the 22d of Edward IV. by Deſcent orignally, January 
the 7, in 1425, the 4th of Henry VI. and created Earl 
of the County of Huntingdon, December the 8th, in 
1529, the 21ſt of Henry VIII. 12 
This great and illuſtrious Family derives its Deſcent 
from Hugh de Haſtings, a younger Son of the ancient 
and noble Family of the Haſtings, Earls ot Pembroke; 
of which, the firſt mention'd by Dugdale, was Wil- 
liam de Haftings 3 he was Steward to Henry I. and 
had a Grandſon of his Neme, who, in the firſt of King 
John, had Summons to Parliament, na held at Lin- 
coln, (where William King of Scots did Homage to that 
King) and of his Succeſſors, who were generally Men 
of great account in thoſe Pays, was Laurence de Ha- 
ſtings, who by reaſon of his Deſcent from Iſabella, 
Daughter and Coheir to Aymere de Valence, Earl of 
Pembroke, was by Edward III. declared Earl thereot ; 
but this Title continued not long, going no farther 
than John his Grandſon, who dy d without Iſſue; ſo 
that we deſcend to William de Haſtings of another 
collateral Branch, in whom the Name ſtill flouri{h'd . 
more particularly; for, in the 34th of Henry VI. he 
was made Sheriff of the Counties of Warwick and 
Leiceſter, and by Richard Duke of York, (co whom 
he had been a truſty Servant) was made Ranger of the

He was alſo a Perſon in great Eſteem with King Ed- 
ward IV. — Son of the ſaid Richard Duke of York) 
in whoſe Reign he was made Maſter of the Mint in 
the Tower of London, and Maſter of the Town of 
Calais for 12 Years, and was likewiſe made Chamber- 
lain of the Houſhold to that King, Steward of divers 
of his Mannors, Chamberlain of North Wales, and 
Knight of the Garter, and was ſummon'd to Parlia- 
ment among the Peers; but tho? during that King's 
Reign, he enjoy'd all the Favours and Privileges that a 
Subject could well expect; yet at the End thereof, as 
if all his Fortunes were to tall with his Royal Maſter, 
he was ſuddenly and treacherouſly murder'd in the 
Tower, by Order of Richard, call'd Lord Protector, 
afrerwards King Richard III.

obtaining the Crown, he had ſuch Reſpect for him, 
(conſideripg the Sufferings of his Noble Father) that 
he reſtor'd bim to all his Lands, and the Lands of Sir 
Thomas Hungerford, his Wife's Father, reverſing the 
Attainder;; bur this Lord dying the 224 of that Reign, 

aring then the Title of Lord Hungerford, left Iſſue 
by Mary his Wife, 2 and ſole Heir to the ſaid 
Sir Thomas Hungerford, George his Succeſſor, and 2 
Daughter named Ame; which Daughter was marry'd 
to Thomas Earl of Derby. | 

George who ſucceeded, attended King Henry VIII. 
in the Expedition into France, at which Therovenne 
and Tournay were won; and by that King he was 
made Far! of Huntingdon; bur dying in the 35th of 
that Reign, left Iſſue by Anne his Wife, Daughter to 
Henry Duke of Buckingham, five Sons, and a Daugh-

Henry his Succeſſor, and George; and three Daugh- 
ters, of which, the Lady Catharine was marry'd to 
Henry Earl of Lincoln, Frances ro Henry Lord Comp- 
ton, and Elizabeth ro Edward Earl of Worceſter; and 
in the 12th of Elizabeth, Henry who ſucceeded, was 
made Knight of the Garter. F 

He was alſo in that Reign made Lord Lieutenant of 
the Counties of Leiceſter and Rutland, and one of the 
Privy Council, and was one of the Peers who had 
Charge of Mary Queen of Scots; but dying in 1595, 
without Iſſue, George his Brother became Heir, which 
George, by Dorothy his Wife, Daughter and Coheir 


to Sir John Port of Erwall in the County of Derby, Kr. 


had rwo Daughters and a Son named Francis. 

Of the Daughters of George laſt named, the Lady 
Catharine was marry'd to Sir Walter Cherwynd, Kt. 
and Dorothy to Robert Earl of Roſcommon ; but 
Francis their Brothcr, dying in his Father's Life-time, 
left Iſſue by Sarah his Wife, Siſter ro John Lord Har- 
rington of Exton, a Son named Henry, who ſucceeded 
his Grandfather, and a Daughter Catharine, which 


Daughter was marry'd to Philip Earl of Cheſterheld. 


Henry who ſucceeded, was Lord Lieutenant of the 
Counti:s of Rutland and Leiceſter, Sreward of the 
Dutchy of Lancaſter, and one of the Peers who ſat on 
the Trial of the Earl and Counteſs of Somerſer, for 
the poiſoning of Six Thomas Overbury; and dying in 
1643, left Iſſue by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter and 
Coheir to Ferdinando Earl of Derby, two Sons, Fer- 
dinando his Succeſſor, and Henry; which Henry, for 
his ſignal Service and Fidelity ro King Charles I. was 
created Baron of Loughborough in the County of 
Leiceſter, but dy*d unmarry'd. 

Ferdinando who ſucceeded, had Summons to Parlia- 
ment in his Father's Life-time 3 and he having marry'd 
Lucy, Daughter and ſole Heir to Sir John Davis of 
Euglefield, Kr. Premier Serjeant at Law to King 
James and King Charles I. as alſo Solicitor, and after- 
wards Attorney General in Ireland, by her he had 
Theophilus his Son and Heir, who in 1683, was one 
of his Majeſty's Privy Council, and in 1685, was Lord 
Chief Juſtice, and Juſtice in Eyre of all the King's 
Foreſts, Chace; Parks, and Warrens South of Tron 
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He was likewiſe Lord Lieutenant of the Counties of 
Leiceſter and Derby, Caprain of the Band of Gentle- 
men Penſioners, and one of the Privy Council to Kin 
James II. and his Lordſhip marrying to his firſt Wi 
Elizabeth, Daughter and Coheir to Sir John Lewis of 
Ledſton in the County of York, Kt. and Bart. by her 
had a Son named George, who ſucceeded him; but 
dy'd without Iſſue; and by his zd Wife Frances, 
Daughter and ſole Heir ro Francis Fowler of Harnage 
Grange in the County of Salon, Eſq; (by Anne his 
Wife, Daughter to Peter Venables, Baron of Kinder- 
ton) Widow of Thomas Needham, Lord Viſcount 
Kilmurry in Ireland, he had rwo Sons, Theophilus 
and Ferdinando, of which, the eldeſt is now Earl of 
Huntingdon, and as yet unmarry'd.

This Noble Family, according to the Welch He- 
ralds, is deſcended from meary Firs Toy, one of the 
Natural Sons of King Henry I. but the firſt that was 
honour'd with the Title of Earl, was William Her- 
bert of Ragland in the County of Monmouth; which 
William enjoy'd that Lordſhip from Maud his Grand- 
mother, Daughter and Heir to Sir John Morlcy, the 
Hereditary Owner thereof, . 

In the iſt of Edward IV. the ſaid William be ing a 
tout Adherer to the Houſe of York, againſt that of 
Lancaſter, then obtained from that King a Grant of 
the Office of Chief Juſtice and Chamberlain of Sourh 
Wales, and the next Year he had Summons to Parlia- 
ment, 

In the $th of Edward IV. he was made Earl of 
Pembroke, and Knight of the Garter z bur the Year 
enſuing, upon rhe Inſurre&ion in the North, in Be- 
half of the Lancaſtrians, he was ſent by rhe King with 
18000 Welchmen, with whom he adventuring to Charge 
pe Northern Men at a Diſadvantage, was by them ta- 

en Priſoner, and a few Days afterwards beheaded ar 
Northampton, by the Command of rhe Duke of Cla- 
rence and the Earl of Warwick, who had revolted 
from the King, 5 

He ee coy to his firſt Wife Anne, Siſter to Sir 
Waker Devereux, Kt. and by her had William his 
Succeſſor, and fix Daughters; of which, the Lady 
Cecilia was marry'd to the Lord Greyſtock, Maud to 
Henry Earl of Northumberland, Catharine ro George 
Earl of Kent, Anne to the Lord Powis, and Margaret 
to the Lord Viſcount Liſle ; and by his ſecond Wife, 
who was Maud, Daughter and Heir to Adam ap Hows 
t-Grant, he had Richard Herbert of Ewyas. 


William 
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William, who ſucceeded his Father, was retained to 
ſerve the King in his Wars of France and Normandy ; 
but the ſaid King having a Deſire to dignify his own 
Son, Prince Edward, with the Title of this Earidom, 
procur'd a Reſignation of the ſame, and in lieu there- 
of, created the {aid William Earl of Huntingdon. 

In the 1ft of Richard III. he was made Chief juſtice 
of South Wales; and by Mary his Wife, Daughter 
and Coheir to Richard Woodvile, Earl Rivers, had a 
Daughter nam'd Elizaberh, who was marry'd to Charles 
Somerſer, Marqueſs of Worceſter ; but having no Iſſue 
Male, we return to Richard Herbert of Ewyas, who 

a Son nam'd William. 

William the Son of Richard laſt named, was a Per- 
ſon in ſuch Favour with King Henry VIII. that hc 
made him one of his Executors, and appointed him to 
be of the Council to his Son Prince Edward, by whom 
he was afterwards made Maſter of the Horſe, Knight 
of the Garter, Baron of Cardiff, Earl of Pembroke, 
and Preſident of the Marches of Wales. 

Upon the Death of King Edward VI. he was one of 
the firſtthat appear'd for Queen Mary, and by her was 

made General of her Forces againſt the Kentiſh Re- 
bels; which Inſurre&ion he ſuppreſſing, ſerv'd after- 
wards in the Sicge of St. Quintin, where he was Cap- 
rain-General; and upon the Death of Queen Mary, 
he was made choice of by Queen Elizabeth, for one 
of her Privy-Council, an Maſter of her Houſhold. 

He marry'd Anne, Daughter to Thomas Lord Parr 
of Kendal, and by her had Henry his Heir and Suc- 
ceſſor, and another Son nam'd Edward, which Ed- 
ward dwelt at Pool Caſtle in the County of Montgo- 
mery; and from him is deſcended the Marqueſs of 
Powis; and having alſo a Uaughter named Anne, the 
ſaid Daughter was marry'd to Francis Lord Talbot, 
Son and Heir to George the ſixth Ear! of Shrewſ- 

ury. ; 

Henry who ſucceeded, was made Knighr of the 
Garter, and Preſident of the Council for the Marches 
of Wales; and he having marry*d Mary, Daughter to 
Sir Philip Sidney, Kt. by her he had two Sons, Wil- 
nam and Philip; of which, William was Heir, and 
zn the Reign of og James 858 ma * por of 
Fortimo Chancellor of t niverſic xford,

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Chamberlain of the Houſhold to his Majeſty, and 
Knight of che Garter. | 

In the sch of Charles I. he was made Warden and 
Chief Juſtice of all the Foreſts South of Trent, as alſo 
Warden of the Stannaries; and marry'd Mary, Daugh» 
ter to Gilbert Earl of Shrewſbury ; bur he dying in 
1630, without Iſſue Male, Philip his Brother, who 
was Baron of Shurland, and Earl of Montgomery, be- 
came Heir, and ſucceeded in both Titles. L 

In the 6th of James IL. he was made Knight of the 
Garter, and afterwards Chancellor of the Univerſity 
of Oxford, as alſo Chamberlain of the Houſhold to 
King Charles I. as his Brother had been; and he mar- 
ryng Suſan, Daughter to Edward Earl of Oxford, by 
her had Philip his Heir, and a Daughter nam d Anna- 
Sohia, which Daughter was marry'd to Robert Earl 
of Caernarvon. ; ? 

Philip, who ſucceeded, marry'd to his firſt Wife Pe- 
nelope, Daughter and ſole Heir ro Sir Robert Naun- 
ton, Kt. and by her had a Son named William; and by 
his zd Wife, who was Catharine, Daughter to Sir 
William Villiers of Brookſby in the County of Leice- 
ſter, Bart. he had two Sons, Philip and Thomas, and 
2 Daughter named Suſan, which Daughter was marry'd 
to John Lord Paulet of Hinton St. George, and by 
kim was Mother of Pa now Earl Pawlet. 

To Philip ſucceeded William his Son by his firſt 
Wife, which William dying unmarry'd, Philip his 
half Brother became Heir ; aud he marrying Madam 
de Queroville, Siſter ro the Dutcheſs of Portſmouth, 
by her had an only Daughter named Charlotte, who 
was firſt marry'd to John Lord Jefferies, Baron of 
Wem, (by whom he had a Daughter named Henrietta- 
Louiſa, who is now Counteſs of Pomfret) and after 
the Lord Jefferies's Deceaſe, the ſaid Charlotte marry'd 
with Thomas Lord Windſor of the Kingdom of Eng- 
land and Ireland; but the ſaid Philip her Father, ha- 
ving no Iflue Male, his Titles deſcended to Thomas 
his Brother, now Earl of Pembroke, &c. 

In the Reign of William III. Thomas the preſent 
Earl was ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the States 
General, being likewiſe one of the Privy Council, Co- 
nel of 2 Regiment of Marines, firſt Commiſſioner of 
ths Admiralty, Lord Privy-$caly firk Pleniporentiary 
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ar the Treaty of Ryſwick, Lord Preſident of the 
Council, and ſeven times one of the Lords Juſtices, 
while his Majeſty went to Holland, and was allo made 
Lord High Admiral of England and Ireland, and 
Knight of rhe Garter. | 

In the iſt and 6th of Queen Anne, he was appoin- 
ted one of the Commiſſioners, to treat of an Union 
berween England and Scotland, as likewiſe in her 
Reign, made Preſident of the Council, Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland, Preſident of the Royal Society, and 
Lord High Admiral of Great Britain and Ireland; 
and atliſting at the Coronation of King George, he 
there carry'd rhe Courtana, being before, one of the 
Regents till his Majeſty arriv'd, and afterwards was 
made Lord Lieutenant of the Counties of Monmouth 
and Wilts, and South Wales, and one of his Majeſty's 
Privy Council. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife Margaret, Daughter 
and ſole Heir to Sir Robert Sawyer, Attorney-Gene- 
ral in the Reign of King Charles II. and by her had 
fix Son; and five Daughters; of which, Henry the 
eldeſt, is now Colonel and Captain of his. Majeſty's 
firſt Troop of Horſe Guards, and Genrleman of the 
Bedchamber to the Prince; as Robert the 2d, is Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Wilton in the County of Wilts, 
and Groom of the Bedchamber to his Majeſty ; and of 
the Daughters, the Lady Catharine was marry'd to 
Sir Nicholas Morris of Warrington in the County of

To his ſecond Wife, (who dy'd in 1722) the preſent

chamber, Lord Lieutenant of the Tower-Hiamlets, and 
Cotferer of his Majeſty's Houſhold. 

Summon d to Parliament as Baron Say, February the

— the 26th, in 1313, the 7th of Edward II. and

The firſt Mention of this Family is of one Jeffery 
de Clinton, (Chamberlain and Treaſurer ro King Hen- 
ry 1.) who was Grandſon ro William de Tankervilte 
Chamberlain of Normandy ; and from him deſcended 
William de Clinton, which William was famous in 
the Reign of King Edward II. as allo in that of Ed- 
ward III. in whoſe 4th Year he was made Juſtice of 
Cneſter, Governor of Dover Caſtle, Warden of the 
Cinque-Ports, and ſoon after ſummon'd to Parlia- 
ment among che Barons. 

In che 1oth of Edward III. he founded a goodly 
| Monaſtery in his Lordſhip of Maxtoxe, and ftanding 
high in the King's Favour, was made Earl of Hun- 
tingdon, and fent Ambaſſador to France. 1 

In the 15th of that Reign he attended the King into 
Flanders, as alſo ſerv'd him in the Wars of France 
and Scotland; at which Time he was made Admiral 
of che Seas, from the Mouth of the Thames Weſt- 
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reſts South of Trent; bur dying without Iſſue, Sir 


— de Clinton, Kt. his Brother's Son, became his 
Ir. 


Sir John who roy alſo ſery*d in the Wars, 


and had Summons to Parliament, from the third of 
Edward III. to the 2oth of Richard II. but he dying 
that Year, was ſucceeded by William his Couſin, 
which William highly diftinguiſh'd himſelf for Mili- 
tary Atchievements in the Reign of King Henry IV. in 
whole 6th Year, he doing Homage for the Lands of 
William de Say, (from whom, by his Mother, he was 
liucally deſcended) he bore then the Title of Lord 
Clinton and Say. 

Io him ſucceeded John his Son, which John was 
in great Favour with King Edward IV. whom he 
ſery'd both at Home and Abroad, and marrying Eli- 
zabeth, Daughter to Richard Ficnnes, Lord Dacres of 
the South, by her had a Son of his Name, who ſuc- 
ceeded him, and ſerv'd the King in his Wars of France; 
bur he dying the 6th of Henry VIII. left Iſſue John 
his Son and Heir. 

John who ſuccecded, had a Son named Edward; 
Which Edward was Knight of the Garter, and was fa- 
mous in the Reign of King Henry VIII. whom he 
ſerv'd with much Honour in his Wars of Scotland, 
both by Sea and Land, and by Edward VI, was made 
Lord High Admiral of England for Life. 

In the 4th of Philip and Mary, he was made Lord 
High Admiral of England, Ireland, and Wales; and 
by Queen Elizabeth, one of the Privy Council, and 
Earl of Lincoln, and was one of the Peers for the 
Trial of Thomas Duke of Norfolk. 

He marry'd to his firſt Wife Elizabeth, Daughter to 
Sir John Blunt, Kt, by whom he had three Daughters, 
of which, the Lady Bridget was marry'd to Robert 
Dimmock of Scrivelby in the County of Lincoln, Eſq; 
Catharine ro William Lord Burgh, and Margaret to

| Compton, Earl of Northampton, Baron Comp- 
tons and one of the Privy Council. 

Summon'd ro Parliament as Baron Compton of 
Compron in the County of Warwick, May the 8th, 
in 1572, the 14th of Elizabeth, and created Ear! of 
the County of Northampton, Auguſt the 2d, in 1618, 
the 16th of James I, 

Of this Family, which rook its Sirname from the 
Lordſhip of Compton in the — of Warwick, 
was Robert de Compton, who there flouriſh'd in the 
Time of Henry II. and in the 6th of Edward III. Sir 

ohn de Compton, Kt. was Knight of the Shire for 
that County, as alſo in the ſame Reign liv'd Thomas 

Compton, which Thomas was one of the Coron:rs 
for the ſaid County 29 Years, it being an Office of 
high Repure in thoſe Days. 

Io him ſucceeded Edmund his Son, which Edmund, 
in the Reign of Richard II. had the ſame Office, and 

om him deſcended William de Compton, who in the 
8th of Henry VII. was Page of Honour to Henry Duke 
of York, afterwards King Henry VIII. which King, 
as ſoon as he aſcended the Throne, made him Groom 
of his Bedchamber, and afterwards Groom of the 
Stole, and (in 1512) gave him a Lion paſſant-guardant 
Or, as an Augmentation to his Arms; but the ſaid 
William dying the 2orh of that Reign, left Perer his 
Son and Heir, then in Minority, whoſe Wardſhip was 
committed to Cardinal Wolſey. 

Peter, who ſucceeded, marry'd Anne, Daughter to 
George Earl of Shrewibury, and by her had a Son 
named Henry; which Henry, the 14ch of Elizabeth, 
had Summons to Parllament, and was one of the Peers 
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for the Trial of Mary Queen of Scots, and he marry- 
ing the Lady Frances, Daughter to Francis Earl of 
Huntingdon, by her had S r William his Son and Heir, 
and a Daughter named Margaret, which Daughter was 
marry'd to Henry Lord Mordaunt. 

Sir William, Son and Heir of the aforeſaid Henry, 
was made Knight of the Bath ar the Creation of 
Charles Prince of Wales, and afterwards Earl of 
Northampton, and Knight of the Garter 3 but he 
dying the 6th of Charles I. left Iſſue by Elizabeth his 
Wite, Taughter and ſole Heir to Sir John Spencer, Kt. 
Alderman of the City of London, Spencer his Heir 
and a Daughter Anne, which Daughter was marry'd 
to Ulick Lord Dunkellin, Son and Heir to Richard 
Earl of St. Albans in England, and of Clanrickard in 
in Ireland. 

Spencer who ſucceeded, loyally took up Arms for 
King Charles I. agaünſt the Rebels, by whom, in 1642, 
at the Battle of Hopton-Heath, ntar Stafford, he was 
llain 3 for among the Foot, or very near them, having 
his Horſe kill'd under him, he was ſurrounded by his 
Enemies, where getting upon his Feet, and their Co- 
lonel haſting to him, he k11Pd him with his own Hand; 
but ſtriking off his Headpiece with the Butt End of 2 
Muſker, and offering him Quarter, he refus'd ir, cry- 
ing out, He ſcorned to take Quarter from ſuch baſe 
Rogues and Rebels 3s they were; upon which, by a 
Blow with an Halbert on the hinder Part of his Head, 
they ended his Lite, Whoſe Loſs (ſaid the King) was 


the greateſt but one he had ſince the Beginning of the 
Civil Wars. 


He marry'd Mary, Daughter to Sir Francis Beau- 


mont, Kt. and by her left Iſſue ſix Sons, of which, 
James the elded tucceeded in the Honour, Henry the 
youngeſt was Biihop of London, and all rne reſt were

Spain, which conſiſted of 25000 Men, though his own 

roops never amounted to 10000 : The Poſſeſſion he 
gain'd of Catalonia, of the Kingdoms of Valencia, 
Arragon, and Majorca, with Parts of Murcia and Ca- 
ſtile, giving Opportunity to the Earl of Galway of ad- 
vancing to Madrid without a Blow, are undeniable 
Proofs of his great Valour, Prudence and Conduct in 
— Affairs. For which Services, he was declar'd 
General in Spain by King Charles III. with the high- 
eſt Teſtimonials of his Behaviour given him by chat 
Prince, when he returned home. 

In the Years 1710 and 11, he was employ'd in an 
Embaſſy to the Court of Turin, and other Italian 
Princes, and on his Return to England, was made 
Captain of rhe Royal Regiment of Horſe-Guards, then 
vacant by the Death of Richard Earl Rivers; and had 
alſo the Thanks of the Houſe of Lords, for his Ser- 
vice in Spain in 1706, .

the xt of Richard III. and Sir Thomas the cldeſt, the 
yu of Edward IV. was created Earl of Hunting- 
on. 

He was alſo, by that King, whom he ſcrv'd in his 
Wars in Normandy, created Marqueſs of Dorſet, by 
Reaſon his Majeſty had marry'd his Mother; but after 
the ſaid King's Death, becauſe of his near Relation 
to the young King Edward V. he being attainted of 
High Treaſon by Kichard Duke of Glouceſter, after- 
wards Richard III. fled into Britany with divers other 
Perſons ot Note, to the Aid of Henry Earl of Rich- 
mond, who when he obtained the Crown, by the 
Name of Henry VII. ſent for him te return to Fng- 
land, having left him in Pledge with John Bouchier 
at Paris, for certain Monies borrow'd there, and on 
his — — him to his Honours, and made 
him one of his Privy Council. 8 

He was likewiſe by the ſaid King, made een 
Commander of the Forces who vanquiſh'd the Lord 
Audley at Black-Heath 3 and marrying Cecilie, 
Daughter and Heir to William Lord Bonvile, by her 
had feven Sons, of which, Thomas ſucceeded him in 
his Honours, and the zd of Henry VIII. was made 
General of the Forces ſent into Spain; and continu d 
*rill the Time of his Death in that King's Favour, 
which was the 22d of that Reign. 

He marry'd Margaret, Daughter to Sir Robert Wet- 
ton, Kt. and by her had Henry his Succeſſor, as Mar- 
gueſs of Dorſet, John Grey of Pergo, Eſq; and au- 
ther Son named Leonard, who was Deputy of Ireland, 
under Henry Fitzroy, Duke of Richmond, where he 
did great Service againſt O Donel and O Nele ; but up- 
on his Return to England, upon divers Articles of 
Treaſon exhibited againſt him, loſt his Head on Tow- 
er Hill, the 31ſt of Henry VIII. ; 

Henry who ſucceeded, was made Lord High Con- 
table of England, for the Coronation of Edward VI. 
to whom he was ſuſtice in Eyre of all his Foreſts, and 
Warden of the Eaſt, Weſt, and Middle Marches — 
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wards Scotland, and marrying the Lady Frances, Paugh- 
ter to Charles Brandon, Duke of Suttolk, by Mary, the 
French Queen his Wite, was, in Favour to her, crea»: 
ted Duke. of Suftolk. N 

By the Lady Frances his Wife, he had three Daugh- 
ters, of which, jane, the eldeſt, was marry d to Guil-- 
ford Dudley fourch Son to John Duke of Noxtaum— 
berlar.d, Catharine, firſt to Henry Lord Herbert, eldeſt. 
Son to William Earl of Pembroke, and atterwards to 
Edward Seymour, Earl of Herttord, and Mary, to Mar- 
tin Keys, Serjeant-Porter to Queen Elizabeth; but the- 
laid Henry Luke of Saffolk, upon the Peach of King 
Edward VI. through the Ambition of the then Duke 
of Norchumberland (.whote Aim was no lefs than 
to have the whole Sway of the Kingdom) being allur d. 
to countenance rhe proclaiming of his Daugtiter, the 
Lady jane, to b: Queen, was forced to obicure him 
elt, and truſted to one Under wood his Keeper, lying 
conceaFd in a hollow Tree in his Park at Atley; but 
the ſaid Underwood, upon Promiſe of a large Reward, . 
baſcly betray'd him, ſo that in the S.cond of Qicen 
Mary, he loſt his Head on Tower-Hill. 

Whart is farther neceſſary to be obſerv'd, concerning. 
this unhappy Duke and his Family, is, that all his Ke- 
nours being thus loſt, did fo continue till Kir.g 
James I. in the firſt Year of his Reign, created Sir 
Henry Grey of Pergo in the County of Eflex, (Son and 
Heir to John Grey of Pergo befortmentioned, Eſyz by 
Mary his Wife, Daughter to Antony Brown, Lord 
Viicount Montacute) Baron Grey of Groby, 

He marry d Anne, Daughter to William Lord Winds 
for, and by her had two Sens, John and Ambroſe ; of. 
which, Jonn ſacceeding,.marry d Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter to Edward Nevile, Lord Abergavenny, add by her 
had Henry, his Son and Heir, who in the 3d of 
Charles I. was created Earl of Stamford. fa 

He marry d Anne, Daughter and Coheir to William 
Earl of Exeter, and by her had four Sons, Thomas, 
anchirel, John, and Leonard, and having likewiſe. 
two Paughters, the Lady Elizabeth rhe. eldeſt, was 
marry'd ro George Booth, Lord Delamere, and Piana, 
to Robert Earl of Aileſbury, and Thomas the eld 9, 
ing in his Father's Life-Time, left Iſſue by Dorot..y, 
bi Wife, Daughter and Coheir to Edvard Bourchier, 
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Earl of Bath, Thomas the late Earl of Stamford, who 
by his Mother, was deſcended from Thomas of Wood- 
ſtock, Duke of Glouceſter, the Bohuns, Earls of He- 
reford, Eſſex, and Northampton, and ſeveral other 
noble Families, and in the 8th of King William III.

and Earl of Scarſdale in the ſame County, November 
the 1ith, in 1645, the 21ſt of Charles I. 

Of chis ancient Family, which has been long ſcared 
in the County of Derby, was Sir Francis Leak of Sur- 
ton in the ſaid County, Kt. who in the gth of James I. 
was created a Baronet, and afterwards a Baron; and

In 1684, he was made Lord Preſident of the Coun- 
cil, which was the laſt Year of King Charles II. and 
on King James's aſcending the Throne, was made Lord 
High Treaſurer of England, and Knight of the Gar- 
ter, and by that King had aſſign'd him a Penſion of 
$000 L per Annum for his own Lite, and that of Hen- 
xy now Earl of Rocheſter, &c. his Son. 

In the Reign of King William, he was made one the 
Privy-Council, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and one 
of the Governors of the Charter-Houſe; and, by her 
late Majeſty Queen Anne, Preſident of che Council, 
one of the Commiſſioners to treat of an Union with 
Scotland, and Lord Lieutenant of the County of Corn- 
wall; but dy d in 1711, with the following Character, 
© That he was a Nobleman, not only of the moſt re-

The firſt mention'd of this ancient Family is Robert 
Bruce, a noble Norman, who came into England with 
William the Conqueror, aud had of his Gift, amongſt 
other Lands, the Honour of Skelton aforeſaid, obtain- 
ing likewiſe from David King of Scots, all the Terri- 
rory call d Eſtrahanent, in that Realm; and from Ro- 
bert his ſecond Son, deſcended Robert King of Scots, 
Progenitor of the Royal Line of Stuart, of whom 
more is be ſaid in the zd Volume of this Work, 
containing the Nobility of Scotland. 

When King James 1. came to enjoy the Crown of 
theſe Realms, amongſt his noble Attendance was Ed- 
ward Bruce of Kinloſs, a Deſcendant from the afore- 
ſaid Robert; which Edward being a Perſon of great 
Parts, was by the ſaid King, in the 1ft Year of his 
Reign, made Maſter of the Rolls for Life; and the 
next Year a Baron, and one of the Privy-Council in 
both Kingdoms; but dying the 8th, left Iflue by Mag- 
dalen his Wife, Daughter to Sir Clark, Kt. 
Edward his Succeſſor, and Thomas, and a Daughter

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named Chriſtian, who was marry'd to Willi 
of 1 n 8 ry liam Earl 

Edward who ſucceeded, was made Knight of 
Bath, at the Creation of Henry Prince of Wales = 
was one of the Gentlemen of the Bedchamber; but 
being kilPd in a Duel, by Sir Thomas Sackville, after- 
wards Earl of Dorſet, Thomas his Brother became 
Heir, and was made Earl of Elgin, and Baron of 
Whorlton. 

He marry d Anne, Daughter to Sir Robert Chiche- 
ſter, and dying in 1663, by her left Robert his Son 
and Heir, who was Lord Lieutenant of the County of 
Bedford; and for his Loyalty to K. Charles I. and 11. 
was by the latter made Hereditary High Steward of 
the Honour of Ampthil, Baron Bruce of Skelton, 
Viſcount Bruce of Ampthill, and Earl of Ailetbury. 

He marry'd Diana, Daughter to Henry Earl of 
Stamford, and by her had eight Sons, and nine Daugh- 
ters, of which, the Lady Diana, the eldeſt, was firſt 
marry'd to Sir Seymour Shirley of Stanton-Harold in 
the County of Leiceſter, Bart. and afterwards to John 
Duke of Rutland ; and Anne, the ſecond, to Sir Wil- 
liam Rich of Sunning in the County of Berks, Kt. 

Of the eight Sons of the aforeſaid Earl, Thomas the 
fixth, in 1685, became Heir, and is now Earl of Aileſ- 
bury ; and his Lordſhip, on the z iſt of Auguſt 1676, 
marrying to his firſt Wife Elizabeth, third and only 
ſurviving Daughter to Henry Lord Beauchamp, Son of 
William Marqueſs of Herttord, Siſter and at length 
ſole Heir to William Duke of Somerſet, by her had 
four Sons, of which, Robert the eldeſt, Thomas the 
3d, and Henry the 4th, dy'd young, ſo that Charles 
the 2d, is now Heir Apparent, and is the firſt Deſcen- 
daut in Blood from Mary Queen of France, younger 
Daughter to King Henry VII. and is the next Branch to 
the Deſcendants of Margaret Queen of Scots, the elder 
Daughter to King Henry VII. the ſaid Elizabeth his 
Mother being Grandchild to William Duke of Somer-

Boyle, Earl of Burlington and Cork, Viſ- 
count Dungarvon, Baron Clifford of Laneſborough, 
and Baron Boyle of Youghall, Lord Lieutenant of the 
Weſt-Riding in Yorkſhire, and Lord High Treaſurer 
of Ireland by Inheritance. 

Created Baron Boyle of Youghall in the County of 
Cork, September the 6th, in 1616, the 14th of James I. 
Viſcount Dungarvon in the County of Waterford, 
and Ear] of the County of Cork, October the 16th, 
In 1620, the 18th of James I. (Iriſh Honours) Baron 
Clifford of Laneſborough in the County of York, No- 
vember the 4th, in 1644, the 2oth of Charles I, and 
Earl of Burlington in the ſame County, March the 
20th, in 1563, the 16th of Charles II. Engliſh Ho- 
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This noble and flouriſhing Family (of which, beſides 
the Lord of whom we are now ſreaking, there is the 
Earl of Orrery, and the Viſcounts Shannon and Plel- 
ſuigton) 18 ſaid to be deſcended from Sir Philip Boyle, 
a Knight of Arragon, who, in the Reign of King 
Henry VI. tilted with Sir John Aſtiey, Knight of the 
Garter, and afterwards became ſeared in the County of 
Heretord, where his Poſterity continu'd for ſcveral 
Generations; but at length Roger Boyle, who was 
deſcended from Lodowick Boyle of the City of Here- 
ford, ſeating himſelf at Preſton near Feverſham in the 
County of Kent, there marry d Joan Daughter to John 
Naylor of Canterbury, and by her had John Boyle, 
Bithop of Cork in Ireland, and another Son named 
Richard, who laid the Foundation of the ſingular Ho- 
nour his Family nowen}oys. 

He was born in the Year 1566, and brought up in 
Bennet's College, Cambridge, from whence he became 
a Student in the Middle-Temple, London, and atter- 
wards was Clerk to Sir Roger Manwood Lord Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer; but at length reſolving to 
travel, he directed his Courſe to Ireland, where he ar- 
ri vd in 1588, and marrying Joan, Daughter and Co- 
heir to William Apfley of Limerick, Eſq; with her 
had a conſiderable Fortune, and by her one Child, of 

which the dy'd, and the Child liv'd not long after. 

When God had thus far bleſs d him with a realora- 
ble Fortune, he was complain'd of, by ſome who en- 
vy'd his rifing Greatnels, to Queen Elizabeth, who, 
among other Things, charg'd him to be a ſuſpected 
Papiſt, which he being ſecretly inform'd of, deſign d 
to go over into England to juſtify himſelf; but betore 
he could take Shipping, the grand Rebellion of Mun- 
ſter broke out, and all his Lands were waſted, whilſt 
he, with much Difficulty, got to his native Country, 

When he arriv'd in England, he was recommended 
to the Favour of Robert Earl of Eſſex, deſign d for 
the Expedition into Ireland, azainſt the Rebels; but 
before they ſer out, (by a freth Complaint from thence 
by Sir Heyry Wallop, who unjuſtly incens'd the Queen 
againſt him) he was ſciz'd and ety be Priſoner to 
the Garchoaſe, and was there detain'd *till Efiex was 
gone for Ireland; but ſoon after, appear ing pertonally 
to anſwer the Charge, he fully clear d * to 55 

ee 
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Queen's Satisfa ion, who not only order d him to be 
enlarg d, but gave him her Royal Hand to kiſs; 
and from that Day he was commanded to attend at 
Court, 

He was alſo by her ſaid Majeſty, made Clerk of the 
Council of Munſter, where arriving ſome little Time 
atter, he was {worn into that Office, and made Juſtice 
of the Quorum, throughout the whole Province; and 
the next Addition to his Fortune, was the Purchaſe 
of all Sir Walter Raleigh's Lands in Ireland. 

In the Year 1602, he was knighted by Sir George 
Carey, then Deputy of Ireland, and afterwards, 
King James I, was made on2 of the Privy Council 
for Munſter, Counſellor of State, Baron of Youghall, 
Viſcount Dungarvon, and Earl of Cork. 

In the Reign, of King Charles I. he was made one 
of rhe Lords Juſtices, and Lord High Treaſurer of 
Ireland; and marrying to his ſecond Wife, Catharine, 
only Daughter to Sir Jeftrey Fenton, Kt. Principal Se- 
cretary of State in that Kingdom, by her had five 
Sons and ſeven Daughters; of which, the Lady Alice 
was marry' d to David Barry, Earl of Barrimore, Sa- 
rah to Robert Lord Digby, Lettice to George Lord 
Goring, Mary to Charles Earl of Warwick, Joan to 
George Earl of Kildare, Dorothy to Sir Arthur Lof- 
tus, Kt. and Catharine to Roger Lord Viſcount Rane- 
laugh; 2nd, of the five Sons, Richard ſucceeded in 
the Earldom, Lewis was created Baron of Bandon, 
and Viſcount Kinelmeaky, Roger was Baron of Brog- 
hill, and Earl of Orrery, and Francis was Lord Shan- 
non, and tho? Robert the youngeſt Son was 2 

with no Titles of Honour, as *ris remarkable all his 
other Brothers were, yet he became no leſs famous than 
the reſt, for many eminent Qualities; as if Provi- 
dence merely deſign'd every Branch of this Noble Stem 
to bear ſome worthy Fruit. 

After the {aid Robert had paſs'd the Schools in Ire- 

land he Study'd at Leyden in Holland, and then tra- 

velled into France, Swiſſerland, Italy, &c. and afrcr- 
wards, for many Years, did ſo exactly ſtudy the Holy 

Scriptures in the Original Languages, that he could 

readily quote both the Hebrew and Greek, and un- 

derſtood that Sacred Book ſo well, as few whoſe Pro- 
leſſion did oblige chem to 9 could equal him in it. ys 
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He was ſo zealous for propagating our Holy Reli- 
gion, that he was at the Charge of a Tranſlation and 
Impreiſion of the New Teſtament into the Malayan 
Tongue, which he ſent to the Eaſt-Indies. 

He gave a noble Reward to him who tranſlated 
Grotius's incomparable Book of, The Truth of the 
Chriſtian Religion, into Arabick, and was at the 
Charge of an Impreſſion, which he took Care to have 
diftribured where that Language obtains. 

He reſolv d to have * on ay Impreſſion in the 
the Turkiſh Language; but the Turky Company 
thinking that it became them to do it, Luffer'd him 
only to contribute his large Share. 

He gave ſeven hundred Pounds towards the Charge 
of the Iriſh Bible, which he order'd to be diſtributed 
in Ircland, and Contributed liberally towards the 
Welſh Bible, and that in Iriſh for the Highlands of 
Scotland. 

He gave, in his Life-time, three hundred Pounds 
r Annum, towards propagating the Chriſtian Re- 
Zion in America; and gave an hundred Pounds to 
the Eaſt- India Company, towards their Deſigns of the 
like Nature in the Eaſt-Indies, intending a much grea- 
ter Sum, when the Work ſhould be ſet on Foot to the 
Purpoſe. 

He as alſo a Man of extraordinary Charity to thoſe 
in Want, and Bounty to Men of Learning, being him- 
ſelf Mafter of moſt Arts and Sciences; but of all, 
Chymiſtry was his chief Delight, in which his Know- 
ledge and great Performances are valu'd through the 
World, and his numerous Writings univerſally 
eſteem d. 

Richard, the eldeſt of the five Sons, who ſucceeds 
ed his Father in the Earldom of Cork, being remark- 
ably eminent for his Loyalty to King Charles I. in 
aſſiſting and ſupplying him in his Troubles, and like- 
wiſe, by Reaſon of bis Marriage with Elizabeth, ſole 
Daughter and Heir to Henry then Earl of Cumberland, 
was created Lord Clifford of Laneſborough; and at- 
rerwards in farther Conſide ration of his faithful Ser- 
vices, both in Enyland and Ireland, was created Earl 
of Burlington. 

By the ſaid Elizabeth his Wife, he had two Sons 


aud four Daughters; of which, Richard the — | 
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was kill'd at Sea, in the Dutch Wars; and of the 
Daughters, the Lady Frances was marry'd to the Earl 
of Roſcommon in Ire land, Elizabeth, to Nicholas 
Earl of Thaner, Anne, to Edward Earl of Sandwich, 
Henrietta, to Laurence Earl of Rocheſter ; and Charles 
the eldeſt Son, who was ſtil'd Lord Clifford, dying be- 
fore his Father, left Iſſue by the Lady Jane his firſt 
Wife, 7 to William Duke of Somerſet, two 
Sons and three Daughters. ;

* this Family, which were long ſeared at Paulet 
in the County of Somerſet, was Richard Cooper, Elgz 
who there liv'd in the 8th of Elizabeth, and Sir John 
Cooper, Kt. his Grandſon, being ſeated at Rock- 
born in the County of Wilts, and marrying Annes 
Daughter and ſole Heir to Sir Anthony Atbley of Win- 
bourn St. Giles in the County of Dorſer, Kt. and 
Barr. (by Jane his Wife, Paughter and Heir to Phili ö 
Okeover of Okeover in the County of Stafford, Eſq;

He was likewiſe made Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
one of the Commiſſioners of rhe Treaſury, Lord Lieu- if 
tenant of the County of Dorſer, Lord Cooper of Pau- U 
let, and Earl of Shaſtſbury, and on the 17th of No- 40 
vember, in 1672, Lord High Chancellor of England; j 
which laſt great Office he executed with fingular In- 
regrity and Honour; but upon ſpeaking too freely 
againſt the Popiſh Inte reſt then growing at Court, he 
became very uneaſy to the Duke of York, who pre- 
vail'd with his Brother to remove him; and after- 
wards, for his queſtioning the Legality of the Long 
Parliament, he, with others, was ſent Priſoner to the 
Tower, where he was kept thirteen Months; but then 
making his Submiſſion, was enlarg'd, and in 1677 
made Preſident of the Council. 

He marry*d three Wives, and dying in 1682, left Iſſue 
by the 2d, who was Frances, Daughter to David Earl 
of Exeter, Anthony his Son and Heir; which Anthony 
marrying wer ay third Daughter to John Earl of 
Rurland, by her had Anthony the late Earl, John 
and Maurice, and four Daughters. 

Anthony, who was the late Earl, was a Nobleman 
of great Learning and natural Abilities, and dying in 
Wi at Naples, in his Travels, left Iſſue by Jane his 
Wite, Daughter to Thomas Ewer of Buſhy-Hall in 
the County of Hertford, Eſq; Anthony his only Child, 
who is now Earl of Shaftſbury, and on the 12th of 
March, 1724-5, was marry'd to the Lady Suſan Noel, 
diſter to Baptiſt Noel, now Earl of Gainſborough. g

© be eras d and obliterated out of the Publick Records, 
© Since the Male Iſſue of that excellent Man has been 
* extinguiſh'd, it was pleaſing ro us, notwithſtanding, 
© to ſee his Virtue revive in one of the ſame Blood. 
© And therefore we have thought fit to advance the 
© Lord Raby, who is not more ally'd in Blood than in 
© like Merit, to the ſame Dignity of Titles; for if we 
conſider him as one experienc'd in the Arts of Peace

In the 2d of Richard III. he was made Treaſurer of 
the Exchequer, and dying the 6th of Henry VII. leſt 
Iſſue a Son named James, who, in 15315 at the crea- 
tion of Edward Prince of Wales, had been made 
Knight of the Bath, and had Summons to Parliament, 
from the iſt of Edward IV. to the 12th of Henry VII.

1. Of the Lord High Steward of England. 
H* is the higheſt Officer of the Realm, under the 


King; his Buſineſs is to officiate at a Corona- 
_ tion, or on the Trials of Pecrs for ſome Capital 
rime. 

At a Coronation, he keeps his Court at the King's 
Palace at Weſtminſter, where he receives the Petitions, 
and accuſtum d Fees, of all Gentlemen, or thoſe who 
by Reaſon of their Tenure, or otherwiſe claim to do 
Services at the King's Coronation. In the ſolemn 
Proceflion upon rhe Coronation-Day, he marches im- 
mediately before the King, bearing in his Hand, St, 
Edward's Crown; which Office his Grace the Duke 
of Grafton perform'd at the Coronation of K. George. 

On the Tryals of Peers, he is ſole Judge, and gives 
Sentence on the Criminal; as did William Earl Cow- 
per, on the Trials of the Earls of Oxford and Win- 
toun. During the Tryal, he firs under a Cloth of State, 

attended by the Heralds and Serjeants at Arms with 
their Maces) bearing a white Staff in his Hand (which 
is preſenred unto him by the Viher of the Black-Rod 
kneeling) and the Trxal being ended, he openly breaks 
ir, which ends his Office, 


2. Lord High Chancellor of England. 


The Lord High Chancellor, or Lord Keeper of the 
Great Scal, is * Speaker of the Houſe of Lords, 
which is the highs office in England, that aty Lay- 

man 
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man is eapable of {when there is no Lord High Stew- 
ard) he being Chief of all Magiſtracics in the King- 
dom, in Civil Affairs, after the King and Princes of 
the Blood, as the Archbiſhop of Canterbury is in Mat- 
ters Eccleſiaſtical. He prefides over the Court of 
Chancery, or Equity, and is to give his Judgment ac- 
cording to Conſcience, Equity, and Reaſon, and not 
according to the Rigour the Common Law, as 
other Civil Courts do. All Patents, Warrants, and 
Commiſſions, coming from the King, are perus d by 


im. 

By Virtue of his High Office, he is one of the Pri- 
vy Council, and hath the Gift of all the Eccleſiaſtical 
Bene ſices in the Crown, under 20 1. per Annum in the 
King's Books; and for this and other Cauſes, he was 
ever 'till of late Years, a Clergyman. Peter Lord 
—— Baron of Ockham, is the preſent Lord Chan- 
ce llor. 


3. Lord High Treaſurer of England. 


The Lord High Treaſurer has under his Charge and 
Government all the King's Revenue, kept in the 
Exchequer, as alſo the Checque of all Officers any 
way employ'd in collecting Impoſts,, Cuſtoms, Tri- 
bures, or other Revenues belonging to the Crown. 

He hath likewiſe the Nomination of the Eſcheators 
in every County, and lerr's Leaſes of all the Lands be- 
longing to the Crown; and in his Gift, are all the 
Cuſtomers, Controllers, and Searchers, in all the Ports 
of England. ; 

This Office was formerly conferr'd by the Delivery 
of rhe Golden Keys of the Treaſury, and now by the 
Delivery of 2 white Staff ro him by the King, It is 
at preſent in Commiſſion, and Sir Robert Walpole, 
Knight of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and 
Knight of the Bath, is the firſt, 


4. Lord Preſident.

5. Lord Pr ivy Seal, 


The Lord Privy Seal is an Officer of great Truſt; 
for. all Charters and Grants of the King, all Pardons 
fign'd by his Majeſty, and divers other Matters of 
leſs Moment, as for the Payment of Monies, &c. which 
do not paſs the Great Seal, paſs through his Hands, 
bur firſt they muſt paſs the Signet in the Secretaries- 
PSce, which being dire&ed to the Lord Privy-Seal, is 

is Warrant for affixing the Privy Scal to the Grant. 
and the Privy Seal is an Authority to the Lord Chan- 
cellor (or Lord Keeper) to paſs the Great Seal, when 
the Nature of the Grant requires it. Thus what paſſes 
from the King, has theſe ſeveral Ways of being conſi- 
der*d, before it can be perfected. | 

The Lord Privy Seal is by his Office, one of the 
King's Privy Council, and the preſent Lord, is the 
Right Honourable Thomas Lord Trevor. 


6. Lord Great Chamberlain of England. 


At the Coronation of every King or Queen, he 
claims forty Ells of Crimſon Velvet for his own Robes, 
and on the Coronation-Day, before the King riſes, he 
brings his Shirt, Coif, and Wearing Cloaths, and af- 
ter the King is dreſs'd by him, he claims his Bed, and 
all the Furniture of his Bedchamber, and all the King's 
Night-Apparel for his Fees. þ 

On the. Day of Coronation, he carries the Gloves 
and Linnen to be uſed by the King upon thar Occa- 
ſion; as alſo the Sword, the Gold to be offer d by the 
King, and the Robe Royal and Crown, and in the 

roceſſion he marches with his Coronet, and a White 
Staff in his Hand. He likewiſe undreſſes and attires 
rhe King with his Robes, and ſerves him that Day be- 
fore and after Dinner, with Water to waſh his Hands, 
and has the Baſon and Towels for his Fees. a 

To this Great Officer belongs the Care of provi- 
ding all Things in the Houſe of Lords, during the 
Time of Parliament, and to that End he has an Ap- 
partment near the Lords Houſe. To him belongs 2 
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He Government of the whole Palace of Weſtminſter, 
and he iſſues out his Warrants for the fitting and fur» 
niſhing of Weſtminſter-Hall, againſt Coronations, 
_ Tryals of Peers, or others try'd by Peers in Par» 
lament. 

When the King or Queen goes to the Parliament, he 
diſpoſes of the Sword of State to be carry'd by what 
Lord he pleaſes ; ar which Time he goes himſelf on 
the Right Hand of the Sword, next to the King or 
Queen's Perſon, and the Earl-Marſhal on the left. 

Upen all Solemn Occaſions, the Keys of Weſtmin- 
ſter-Hall, the Court of Wards, and Court of Requeſts, 
are deliver'd to him, and the Gentleman-Uſher of the 
Black Rod, the Yeoman-Ulher, and the Door-keeperss 
are then under his Command. 

To this Great Officer belongs Livery and Lodging in 
the Royal Court, and certain Fees due from each 
Archbiſhop or Biſhop, when they perform their Ho- 
mage or Fealty to the Sovereign, and from all the Peers 
of the Realm at their Creation, or doing their Ho- 
mage. 

This Office is hereditary in the Noble Family of 
Bertie Duke of Ancaſter and Keſteven. 


7. Lord High Conſtable of England. 


His Power and Juriſdiction was anciently ſo eminent, 
that after the Death of Edward Bagot (or Srafford) 
Duke of Buckingham, Anno 1524, it was thought an 
Office too great for any Subject; ſo that there has been 
no High Conſtable ſince; except upon a ſolemn Trial 

Combat, as that which was intended between Rey 
and Ramſcy, in the Year 1631, when Robert Earl of 
Lindſey was made High Conſtable z, or upon a Coro- 
narion, when there is creared a Lord High Conſtable 
as was the Duke of Mountague at the Coronation of 
King George. 


8. Earl-Marſhal of England. 


The Earl-Marſhal takes Cognizance, (as the Lord 
High Conſtable did) of all Matters of War and Arms, 


he is commonly guided by the Civil Law. 


Ii4 With 
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Wich the Aſſiſtance of the Kings of Arms and He- 
ralds, he marſhals and orders the Proclamation and 
Coronation of our Kings, their Marriages, Funerals, 
Cavalcades, Royal Interviews, Feaſts, &c, and alſo 
when Peace or War is proclaim'd. He therefore 
keeps a Court of Chivalry in the Common Hall of the 
College of Heralds, London,where they fit as his Coun- 
cil and Aſſiſtants, in their rich Coats of his Majeſty's 
Arms, being all the King's Servants in ordinary; and 
when 4 Diſpmes ariſe concerning Deſcents, pedi- 

rees, Elcurcheons, &c. he is the Judge to determine 


em. 

In the Herald's Office are alſo kept Records of the 
Coats of Arms of all the Families and Names in Eng- 
land, when granted, and upon what Occaſion; ſo that 
whoever deſires a Coat, he muſt firſt apply himſelf to 
the Earl-Marſhal by Perition, with a Certificate an- 
nex'd, as to his being quality'd for it; which being 
approv'd of by the Earl-Marſhal, he ſends an Order to 
Garter King of Arms, and another of the King's of 
Arms, being of that Province where the Petitioner re- 
fides, to deviſe Arms for him, and prepare him 2 
Grant, with the Coat blazon'd in Colours in the Mar- 
gin thereof; and this Grant expreſly forbids any others 
at their Peril to bear the ſame Coat. 

Ar the Coronation of a King or Queen, the Ear! 
Marſhal appears in his Robes, with his Coronet in 
his Hand, and Staff, which is of Gold, ename! d 
Black at both Ends, with the King's Arms at the up-

This Office has continu'd a long Time hereditary in 
the Duke of Norfolk's Family, deſcended by the Mo- 
ther's Side, from Thomas de Mowbray Earl of Not- 
tingham, the firſt Earl-Marſhal of England; but now

9. Lord High Admiral of England. 


The Lord High Admiral, has the Management of 
all Maritime Affairs, and the Government of the 
Royal-Navy, with Power to decide all Maritime Caſes, 
doth Civil and Criminal, Hg judges of all 2

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done upon, or beyond the in any Part of the 
World, all Things dene 3 Sca-Coaſts, in all 
Ports and Havens, and upon all Rivers below rhe firſt 
Bridge next the Sea. By him Vice-Admirals, Rear- 
Admirals, and all Sea Captains are Commiſſion'd, all 
De put ies for particular Coaſts, and Coroners to view 
dead Bodies, found on the Coaſts, or at Sea. 

He alſo appoints Judges for his Court of Admiralty, 
and may impriſon, releaſe, &c. and hath ſomerimes 2

or our-law'd by a Court of Admiralty ; Sea-Wrecks, 
all Goods lying in che Sea on Ground, Goods floatin 
on the Sea, or caſt on the Shore, not granted to Lor 
of Mannors adjoining to the Sea, and a Share of a 
lawful Prizes. Alſo all great Fiſhes, as * a 
others of extraordinary Bigneſs, commonly cal” d Royal 
Fiſhes, except Whales and Sturgeons, 

In mort, this is ſo great an Office, in Point of 
Truſt, Honour, and Profit, that it has uſually been 
given to Princes of the Blood, or the moſt eminent 
Perſons r the Nobility; but it is now in Com- 
miſſion, and the Right Honourable James Earl of Ber- 
keley is the firſt Commiſſioner. 


Of che Privy Council. 


This Noble, Honourable, and Reverend Aſſembly, 
cal'd the Privy-Council, is a Court of great Anti- 
airy and Honour, and is generally compos'd of the 
moſt eminent Perſons in the Kingdom, fit to adviſe . 
the King upon all Emergencies ; and upon whoſe Wiſe 
dom, Vigilance, Courage, and Integrity, depends in a 
72 Meaſure, the Honour and Welfare of his Maje- 

s Dominions in all Parts of the World. | 

By the Advice and Conſent of the Privy-Council, 
the King iſſues Proclamations, and Declarations, for 

ar or Peace; and out of their Number he 2 
ſelect Council, commonly call'd the Cabinet Council, 


with whom bis Majeſty determines ſuch Affairs as — 
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moſt imporrant, and require the urmoſt Secrecy. Here 
all Great Othicers of State, and Governors of Planta- 
tions are ſworn, Sheriffs declar'd, and other Officers 
for publick Governments ; and though a Privy Coun- 
ſellor be bur a Gentleman, it is made Felony by Act of 
Parliament to attempt his Life. 


Sec retaries of State. 


Tin the Reign of King Henry VIII. there was but 
one Secretary of State, when that Prince thought fit 
to have this Office 1 by two Perſons of equal 
Power and Authority, and both called Principal Se- 
cretaries of Stare ; and ſince the Union of the two 
Kingdoms, there is a third added, who is likewiſe 
ftiled Principal, and with the two former, attends 
1 the Sovereign, as Occaſion requires. 

e two former have Europe divided between them 
into different Provinces, the one call'd the Southern, 
which includes Prance, Spain, Italy, Portugal, Tur- 
key, Ireland, &c. and the Northern contains che reſt 
af Europe, (except Scotland) as the Low Countries, 

rmany, Denmark, Sweden, Poland, and Muſcovy. 
Theſe Officers ſend Directions, and receive Advices 
from all the Minifters abroad, in their ſeveral Pro- 
Vnces ;; and direct every Thing at Home, be it for the 

ch, Crown, Army, Militia, Private Grants, Par- 
dons, Diſpenſations, &c. and Petitions to the Sove- 
reign, and Memorials from foreign Miniſters, are by 
them receiv'd, anſwer'd, and diſpatch'd, according to 
the King's Command. ] 

They have likewiſe the Cuſtody of the Signer, which 
is kept in the Signet Otfice, wherein are four Clerks 
employ'd, who prepare ſuch Things as are to paſs the 
Signet, in order to the Privy or Great Seal; for all 
Grants ſign'd by the King, are return d hicher, and 
when tranſcrib'd, are carry'd to one of the 3 
Secretaries of State, and ſeal'd, and then it is call'd a 
Signet, which being directed to the Lord Privy Seal, 
as his Warrant, &c. 2 

The Paper Office depends alſo on the Secretaries of 
State, the Keeper whereof has in his Charge all the

For the Civil Government of the King or Queen's 
Court, the chief Officer is the Lord Steward of the 
Houſhold, to whom it is committed, to be ruled and 
guided by his Direction, he having Authority over all 
Officers and Servants of the King's Houſe, except 
thoſe of his Majeſty's Chapel, Chamber, and Stables. 
To him belongs, ar the Beginning of Parliaments, to 
attend the King's Perſon, and to adminiſter the Oaths 
of Allegiance and Supremacy, to all the Members of 
the Houſe of Commons, and at the End of Parliaments, 
to adjuſt the Parliamentary Expences, &c. 

He 'is conſtituted by the Delivery of a White Staff, 
which is eſteemꝰ' d his Commithon, he bearing it in the 
King or Queen's Preſence ; and at other Times going 
abroad, it is carry'd by a Footman bare headed; an 
by virtue of his Office, without any other Commiſſion, 
he od es all Offences, as Treaſons, Murders, Felonies 
and Bloodſheds, committed within the Court, or the 
Verge thereof. | 7 

At the Death of the Sovereign, he breaks his Staff 
over the Hearſe wherein the Royal Corpſe is depoſned, 
and thereby diſcharges all the Officers under his Ju- 
riſdiction. -

Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold. 


The Lord Chamberlain hath the Overſight of all 
the King or Queen's Servants above Stairs, (except 
the Precin& of the Bedchamber, which is wholly un- 
der the Groom of the Stole) who are all ſworn by 
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hin, (or by his Warrant to the Gentlemen Uſhers) to 
e King. 
His Office is alſo to lead the Queen when ſhe * 
abroad, and has Inſpection of all the Officers of the 
Wardrobe, at all che Sovereign's Houſes, and of the 
removing Wardrobes, or of Beds, Tents, Revels, Mu- 
ſick, Comedians, Hunting, Meſſengers, Trumperers, 
Drummers, Handicrafts, and Artizans retain'd in the 
Sovereign's Service. a 

He hath likewiſe che Overſight of che Serjeants at 
Arms, Phyſicians, Surgeons, Apothecaries, Barbe rs, 
&c. and fmally, of his Majeſty's Chaplains, though 
he himſelf is a Layman. To him alſo belongs the 
Overſight of the Charges of Coronations, Marriages, 
Entries, Cavalcades, Funerals, &c. and of all Furni- 


ture in the Parliament, and in the Rooms of Addreſs 
to the King. 


He carries a White Staff in his Hand, as 2 Badge of 
his Office, and wears a Gold Key ty'd with a Blue 
Ribbon above his Pocket.

- Maſter of the Horſe, 


To this Officer is committed the Charge of order- 
ing and diſpoſing all Marters relating to rhe King's 
Stables, Races, Brecd of Horſes, &c. as he anciently 
had of all the Poſts in England. 

He hath the Power of commanding the Equeries, 
Pages, Foormen, Grooms, Riders of the Great Hor- 
ſes, Coachmen, Farriers, Smiths, Sadlers, and all the 
other Officers and Tradeſmen employ'd in the King 
or Queen's Stables; to all which he gives (or by his 
Warrant to the. Avener) the Oath of Allegiance, &c. 
for the true and faithful Diſcharge of their Duty. 

He has the Charge of all Lands and Revenues ap- 
Pointed for the Sovereign's Breed of Horſes, for 
Charge of the Stables, and for Litrers, Coaches, Sump- 
rer-Horſes, &c. and he hath alſo the Privilege, which 
no other Servant of the Crown hath, of making uſe 
of any Horſes, Pages, or Foormen belonging to the 
King's Stables; ſo that his Coaches, Horſes, and At- 


dendance, are the King's, and have the King's _

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and Livery. , At any folemn Cavalcade, he has the 
Honour to ride next behind the Sovereign, and leads a

This Office of Maſter of the Horſe, is uſually con- 
ferr'd on one of the moſt conſiderable of the Nobility, 


bur at preſent it is executed by the honourable Francis 


Negus, Eſq; who is the ſole Commiſſioner, 


Treaſurer of the Houſhold. 


The Treaſurer of the King's Houſhold, in the Ab- 
ſence of the Lord Steward, hath Power, with the 
Comprroller and other Officers of the Green- cloth, to 
hear and determine Treaſons, Felonies, and other Of- 
fences committed within the Verge.

The Comptroller checques all Accompts and Reckon- 
ings of the Green-cloth, relating ro the Houſhold, 
and fits at Trials, as the Treaſurer doth.

The Cofferer hath a ſpecial Charge over the other

Grace when his Majeſty cats, &c.

Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bedchamber. 


Theſe are frequently cal'd Lords of the Bedcham=- 
ber, whereof the firſt is Groom of the Stole, that is, 
Groom or Servant of the Long Robe or Veſtment ; he 
having the Office and Honour to preſent and pur on 
his Majeſty's: firſt Garment or Shirt, every Morning, 
and to order all Things relating to the Bedchamber. 

The Gentlemen of the Bedchamber alualy cont of 
the prime Nobility of the Realm, whoſe Olfice in ge- 
neral is, each one in his Turn, to wait one Week in 
the King's Bedchamber, rhere to lie by the King on a 
Pallet Bed all Night; and in the Abſence of the Groom 
of rhe Stole, ro ſupply his Place; and they alſo wait 
upon the King when he cats in private, for then the 
Cupbearers, Carvers, and Sewers do not. wait.

Of the King's Great Wardrobe. 


The Maſter or Keeper of the Great Wardrobe, is: 
an Officer. of great Dignity, on whom King Henry VI. 
conferr*d high Privileges and Immunities, which were 
confirm'd his Succeſſors; and King James I en- 
larged the fame, and ordain'd that this Great Office 
ſhould be an Incorporation, or Body Politick, for 
ever. 

Belonging to this Office are divers Tradeſmen, Arti- 
ficers, and others, to the Number of ſixty at leaſt, 
all ſworn Scrvants to the King, whoſe Buſineſs is to 
furniſh ſeveral Things from thence, as making Provi-

They are generally of the principal Nobility, and 
thoſe of the beſt Intereſt in the County, They are 
to form the Militia in Caſe of a Rebellion, &c. and

They have the Power of Commiſſioning Colonels, 
Majors, Captains, and Subakern Offices: Alſo to pre- 
ſent the King with the Names of Dept -Liemcnants,

Licurgnant, nr art the Juſtices of 
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the Peace, who, according to the Orders they re- 
£tive from them, are to iſſue out Warrants to the 
High and Petty Conſtables, &c. for Military Ser- 


Chancellor of che Univerſity of Oxford, 


The Chancellor of Oxford is uſually one of the 
Prime Nobility, and neareſt in Favour with the So- 
vereign Prince, elected by the Students themſelves in 
Convocation, to continue during Life, whoſe Office is 
to rake Care of the Government of the whole Uni- 

y, to maintain the Liberties and Privileges there- 
of, to call Aſſemblies, to hear and determine Contro- 
verſies, to call Courts, to puniſh Delinquents, &c. 

The Right Honourable Charles Earl of Arran is the 

reſent Chancellor, and his Grace the Duke of Somer- 

is Chancellor of the Univerſity of Cambridge, be- 
ing elected after the ſame Manner. 


Prelate of the Garter. 


His Office is as ancient as the Inſtitution itſelf, and 
is of great Honour, but he has neither Salary nor Fees 
allow'd him; only he has convenient Lodginęs allow'd 
in Windſor-Caſtle, and that as often as he goes thi- 
ther, he is allow'd Court Livery for himſelf and Ser- 
wants, according to the Degree of an Earl. 

By his Oath, he is to be preſent at all Chapters where- 
unto he is ſummon'd, to report all Things truly, with- 
out Favour or Fear, to take the Scrutiny faithfully, 
and preſent it to the Sovereign, to keep ſecret the 
- Counſels of the Order, to promote and maintain the 
Honour of it, and, laſtly, to withſtand and reveal what 
is deſign'd to the contrary. ; 

The preſent prelate (who by his Office, takes Place 
in Parliament next to the Biſhop of Durham) is the 
Right Reverend Farher in God, Richard Lord Biſhop 
of Wincheſter, 


Chancellor of the Garter. 


His Office is to keep the Great Seal of the Order 
and has Place and Precedenee 1. — 
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Seſſions, next the Prelate, and in all Places and Aſſem- 
bties is rank d after the Knights, Privy Counſellors, 
and before the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

The Statutes allow him Refidence in Windſor- 
Caſtle, as likewiſe Diet and Livery in the Sovereign's 
Court, as are allow'd the Prelate. His Buſineſs is not 
only to ſeal original Statutes, appointed to remain per- 
perually in Windſor-College, — alſo thoſe Copicss 
of which, cach Knight Companion is obliged ro have 
one in his keeping, with Letters of Licence, Man- 
dares and Cerrifcartes relating to the Order.

TH IS Moſt Noble and illuſtrious Order of the 

Garter, which {if we conſider either its Antiqui- 
ty, or the Nobleneſs of the Perſonages that have been 
enroll'd therein) excels and ourvies all other Inftitu- 
tions of Honour in the whole World ; and owes its 


Original, to Edward III. King of England and France, 
as follows, 


The ſaid King being of a Military Genius, and en- 
2d ina War for 1 France, (which de- 
aded to him by Right of his Mother) made it his 
Pore to draw the beſt Soldiers of Europe into his 


creſt, 
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Knights of the Carter. 

Upon chis view, he projected the ſetting up of Kin 
Arthur's Round Table, and rene 3 Tilt- 
Ing, to invite Foreigners of Quality and Courage, to 
che Exerciſe. |. . 

The Place for the Solemniry being fix'd at Wind- 
ſor, he upon New-Year-Days in 1344s publiſh'd his 
Royal Letters of Protection, tor the ſafe Coming and 
Returu of ſuch foreign Knights, as had a Mind to ven- 
ture their Reputation, at thoſe Juſts and Tournaments, 
which were to be held on che igch of January enſu- 
Mg. | 4 

Moreover he provided a great Supper to begin the 
Solemnity ; and then ordaining chis Feaſt to be an- 
nually kept. at Whitſontide, he for that Purpoſe e- 
rected a particular Building in the Caſtle, wherein 
he plac'd a Round Table, of 200 Feot Diamerer, in 
Imitation of King Aithur's ar Wincheſter 3 and there- 
at 88 the Knights at his own Expence of 100 l. 
per Week. 

This mighty and invincible Prince Edward, _ 
endow'd with great Piety, commended himſclf an 
his Companions to the Patronage of St. George, who 
ſuff er d Martyrdom under Diocleſian the Emperor, and 
was a Perſon of greater Eminency in both the Eaſtern 
and Weſtern Churches, rhan * Soldier Saint; 
and that his Memory _ be ſtill continu'd, he gave 
them for Part of their daily Habir, rhe Image of the 
ſaid Saint (fitting on Horſeback encountering the Pra- 
gon with a tilting Spear) appendant to a blue Ribbon, 
continually ro be worn about their Necks. 

In 1347, the ſaid King iſſuing out his Garter for the 
Signal of a Battle that was crown'd with Succeſs 

which is ſuppoſed to be the Battle of Creſſy, where 

e rock John the French King Priſoner, and brought 
him to England; at which Time he had alſo Priſoner, 
David King of the Scots, and by Edward his Son the 
Black Prince, expelling the Rebels of Caſtile, and en- 
throning Don Pedro, their lawful King, he upon 
theſe mighry and glorious Exploits, took Occaſion to 
inſtitute this Order, giving the Garter Preheminence 
amongſt irs Enſigns, whence the Sele& Number, whom 
he incorporated into a Fraternity, were ſtiled Equites 
Aurez Periſcelidis, viz. Knights of the Golden Gar- 
ter, an Order by Companionſhip illuſtrated _ 
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Emperors of Germany, five Logs oh nets,

five of Denmark, and five of Port ; rhree Kings 
Spain; two Kings of Scotland, two of $ and 
two of Naples; one of Poland, and one of Ar- 
ragon; beſides divers Dukes and other Free Princes, 2 
ſeven Count Palatines of the Rhine, four Princes 
Orange, two Dukes of Brunſwick, two of Burgundy 
two of -Urbins and two of Holſtein; one Duke of 
Guelderland, one of Holland, one of Milan, one 
Savoy, one of Saxony, one of Wirremberg, one 
Ferrara, and one Marqueſs of Brandenberg, and the 
Habit and Enſigus of the Order, rogerher with the

The Habits and Enſigns of this Moſt Noble Order 
of the Garter, which are eminently diſtinguiſhab] 
and -magnificent, conſiſt of theſe Particulars, viz.

e Royal Garter, which as aforeſaid, cha

Having thus far ſpoken of the Garter and Georges 
wherewith a Knight Companion is adorn'd at the 
Time of his Election, we ſhall deſcribe the Remains 
of his Habit, —_—_ with his Inſtallation, which is 
always perform'd at the Caſtle of Windſor. 

His Stockings and Breeches (being the ſame) are of 
Pearl-colour'd Silk, and call'd Pantalones. On the 
Outſide of the Left Thigh, is fix d a Knot of open Sil- 
ver Lace and Ribbands intermix*d, in Form of a large 
Roſe, and a little below the Knee, is plac'd the Gar- 
ter. His Shoes which are of white Shammy, with red 
Heels, have each a Knot (as the former) on the exte- 
rior Side, His Doublet is Cloch of Silver, adorn'd be- 
fore and behind, and down the Sleeves, with ſeveral 
Guards, or Rows of open Silver Lace, each Lace ha- 
ving a Row of ſmall Buttons fer down the Middle. 

The Cuffs are open, and adorn'd with the aforemen- 
tion'd Lace and Ribbands fer in ſmall Loops. At the 
Bottom of the 2 Seam of each Cuff, is fix'd a 
Knot of Silver Ribbands that fall over his Glove 

which are of Kid, lac'd at the Top with Silver, an

he proceeds to his Inſtallation in St. George's Chapel, 
being led between two Knights Companions of the 
Order, to the Seat below his Stall, where he (Garter 
King of Arms having on a Crimſon Velvet Cuſhion, 
lac'd and taſſel'd with Gold, brought the Mantle, 
Collar, Hood, and the Book of Statutes) laying his

Breaſt, and tucks under his Girdle; but this having 
no Ceremony, we proceed to the Collar. 

The Collar, which weighs 30 Ounces Troy, of

About the ſatter End of the Reign of King James J. 
it was decreed, that the leſſer George, which hereto- 
fore was daily worn before the Breaſt, in a Gold 
Chain, ſhould, for the more Conveniency of Riding 
or Action, be worn appendant at a Blue Ribband, 
ſpread over the left Shoulder, and brought under the 
right Arm, as before mention'd 3; which Method has 
ſo continued to this Day, and even in Time of Mourn- 
ang. And this Medal, which repreſents St. George in 
a riding Poſture, with his Sword drawn, encountering 
the Dragon, is likewiſe of pure Gold, and may be en- 
xich'd as the former; bur is always encompaſs'd with 
the Garter, which that is not. 

In the Reign of King Charles II. it was ordained, 

har the Sovereign and Knights Companions, as allo 
the Prelate and Chancellor, ſhould at all Times, and 
in all Places and Aſſemblies, when they were not a- 
dorn'd with their Robes, wear upon the left Side of 
their Coats, Cloaks, or riding Caſſocks, the Croſs 
of the Order, encompaſs'd with the Garter, (as has 
been obſerv'd) ro ſhew the World, what Height of 
- Honour they arrived to, from the ſaid Moſt Noble 
Order, inſtituted for Perſons of the greateſt Merit 
and Worth. And to the ſaid Croſs and Garter, the 
ſaid King Charles added a Silver Star of eight Points, in 
Form as in the Cut is delineated 3 and for the greater 


Convenience of travelling, the Companions of t

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were permirted to wear a Blue Ribband under 
ir Boot, inſtead of the Garter ; but without that 
and their leſſer George, and Star, &c. they by the 
Statutes of the Order, are never to appear in lick, 
except upon the principal and ſolemn Feaſts of the 
Year, when they wear their Collars, and then the 
Ribband and George is laid aſide.

Kr G. James I. endeavouring to ſecure the Peace 
of Ireland, granted to the Citizens of London, + 
the Poſſeſſion and Plantation of the Province of Ulſter, . 
and they thereupon ſending rhicther abont three hun- 
dred Handicraftſmen of all Sorts, chiefly to inhabit 
the two Cities of Londonderry and Colerain, appoint- - 
ed Alderman Cockaine for their Governor ; and his 
Majeſty, to ſupport the ſaid Colony, on the 22d of - 
May, in 1611, created a new Order of Kni his, which 
were called Baronets, becauſe they take Place next to 
Barons younger Sons, and ordained the following Laws, 
by which they ſhould be admitted into the Honour, 

Firſt, That they ſhould each of them (who were 
then limited, to 290 maintain thirty Foot Soldiers in 
Ireland for azhrec ars, at the Rate of eight Pence a 
Day, and to pay the Wages of the firſt Lear into the 
Exchequer at a Lump, upon paſſing their Patents, and 
that (with the Fees of Honour due to Officers) a= 
mounted ro near 1200 Pounds a Man. 

2dly, That they ſhould be Gentlemen of good Re-

Knights of this Order, which is Hereditary, and 
by Parent under the Great Seal, are to preccde all 
Knights, except thoſe of the Garter, Knights Banne- 
rets, which are made under the Standard Royal in the 
Field in open War, the King preſent, and Knights. 
who are Privy Counſelors ;. and their Place is next to 
a. Baron, between whom and them there is-never any 
other Degree of Honour to be created. 

In all Writs and Commiſſions, &c. they are ſtyld 
Baroners, and by a peculiar Clauſe in their Patents, 
the Title of Sir is to precede their Chriſtian Name in 
all Mentionines thereof, though they be not dubb d 
Knights; and their Wives have the Title of Lady, 
and Madam, taking Place according to their Hu- 
bands, who precede according to- che Priority of the 
Pate of their Patents.

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They are likewiſe to bear in a Canton, or Shield of 
Pretence, (which they pleaſe) the Arms of Vifter, 
which is Argent, a ſiniſter Hand coup'd at the Wriſt, 
and erect, Gules, and to have Place in the Armies of 
the King, inthe Groſs, near the Standard. 

They are alſo allow d ſome peculiar Solemnities for 
their Funerals ; and their eldeſt Sons attaining the full 
Age of one and twenty Years, may receive the Honour 
of Knighthood: As likewiſe, the eldeſt Son and his 
Wife, and the eldeſt Daughter of a Baronet, are to 
take Place of the eldeſt Son and his Wife, and the 
eldeſt Daughter of all Knights, of what Degree or 
Order ſoever, and their youngeſt Sons and Daughters 
accordingly. 


KNIGHTS of the BATH, 


THE Order of the Bath, ſo call'd from their Ba- 
thing uſed before they were created, was firſt in- 
ſtituted ar the Coronation of King Henry IV. Anno 
2399, ſince which Time it has been cuſtomary for Kings 
and Queens ro create Knighrs at their Coronation, Mar- 
viages, Birth of Princes, or any other Time of pub- 
lick Rejoicing. Therefore his Majeſty King George, 
was pleaſed to re-eſtabliſh the ſame, and erc& it into 
a regular Military Order for ever, as follows : 

"The Perſon, whilſt receiving this Honour, kneels 
before the King, who, after knighting him, puts a 
Red Ribband over his Right Shoulder, and ſo thwart 
His Breaſt and Back, under his left Arm, appendant 
whereto is the Bage or Symbol of the Order, (being a 
Scepter, Roſe, Thiſtle, and three Imperial Crowns, 
conjoin'd with a Circle, all of pure Gold, and upon 
the Circle this Motto, Tria junta in uno, as in the 
Cur is exactly delineated, and are daily worn by each 
Knight Companion) and while the ſaid Knight is 
kneeling, Garter King of Arms adminiſters the Oath. 

On the = of May, 1725, there were created 36 
Knights of this Moſt Honourable Order, and the Day 
following two more, who were all inſtalPd at Weſt- 
minſter, on Thurſday the th of June, the Proceſſion 
and Ceremonies being in the following Manner.

The Eſquires having for ſome Time attended behind 
their reſpective Knights, had Leave given them to re- 
tire to their Dinner in the Painted Chamber, who 
went thither in their Order, where they din'd. 

At the ſecond Courſe, Bath King of Arms aroſe, and 
the Muſick cealing, made his Reverence in the Middle 
of the Room, and there according ro the Command 

iven him, proclaim'd the Stile of Prince William, 

e firſt and Principal Companion of this Moſt Ho- 
nourable Order, who is always to be plac'd next ro 
the Sovereign ; and then coming up near to the Great 
Maſter, who ſtood up uncover d, while Bath pro- 
claim'd his Stile; and the Great Maſter then ſitting 
down, the Stile of each Companion preſent, in che 
like Manner was reſpe&ively proclaim' d, at which 
ſome Heralds and Purſuivanrts attended.

The firſt Account that we have of Ceremonies in 
making a Knight in Britain, was in the Reign of King 
Arthur, about the Lear of Chriſt 506, and was in 
Manner following, ; 

A Stage being ere&ed in ſome Cathedral Church or 
ſpacious Place near it, and the Gentleman being come, 
who was to receive the Honour, he was forthwith pla- 
ced on a Silver Chair, adorn'd with Green Silk, hen 
it was demanded of him, if he were of a healthful 
Body, and able to undergo the Travel requir'd of a 
Soldier; alſo whether he were a Man of honeſt Con- 
verſation, and what credible Witneſſes he could pro- 
duce to affirm the ſame ; and then the Biſhop or chief 
Prelate of the Church, took the Bible, and holding it 
* before the Knuicht, in Preſence of the King and 
all others, ſpake theſe Words: 


SIR 8 
> O U that deſire to receive the Order of Knight= 
bs hood, ſwear before G O D, and this Holy Book, 
© that you will not fight againſt this mighty and excel- 
© lent Prince, that now beſtoweth the Order of Knigh:- 
© hood noon you, unleſs you ſhall be commanded ſo to 
© do in the Service of your own King; for in chat 
© Caſe, having firſt yielded up the Collar, Device, and 
© other Enſigns of Honour now received, it ſhall be 
© lawful, for you to ſerve againſt him, without Re- 
8 progen or Offence to all other Companions in Arms : 
© But otherwiſe doing, you ſhall incur Infamy; and 
© being taken in War, ſhall be ſubje& ro the Pains of 
© Death. You ſhall alſo ſwear, with all your Force 
© and Power to maintain and defend all Ladies, Gen- 
© tlewomen, Widows, Orphans, and diſtreſſed Wo- 
© men and you ſhall ſhunno Adventure of your Per- 
© ſon, in any War wherein you ſhall happen to be. 


This Oath being taken, two of the chief Lords lcd 
bim to the King, who preſently drew his Sword, and 
laid it upon his Head, ſaying, GOD and St. Gcorze 

r what other Saint the King pleaſed to name) make

_ a good Knight; after which, ſeven Noble Ladies 
attir'd in White, came and girt a Sword to his Side, 
and four Honourable Knights put on his Spurs.

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Theſe Ceremonies being paſt, the Queen took him 
by the Right Arm, and a Lady by the Lefr, and led 
him to a rich Seat, placed on an Aſſent, where th 

ſcared him, che King luring on his Right Hand, a 
he Queen on his Left. 
Then the Lords and Ladies alſo far down upon other 
Seats, three Deſcents under the King; and being all 
( thus ſeared, they were entertain d with a delicate Ban- 
quet, and ſo the Ceremony ended. 

Knights in this Manner dubb'd, eſteem'd it the 
Guardianſhip of their Virtue and Valour; the Praiſe 
of their Houſe and ney the Memorial of their 
Stock and Lineage 3 and laſtly, the Glory of their 
Name; which to preſerve, they punith'd Offenders 
an the tollowing Manner : 

If a Knighe had committed Offence worthy of 
Death, as abſenting himſelf diſhonourably from his 
King's Service, leaving his Colours, flying to the 
Enemy, — Caſtles and Forts, and the like; 
he was apprehended, and arm'd Cap-a- pee, as if goi 
to the Wars, and then ſeated on an high Scaffold 
erected in the Church, where, after the Prieſt havi 
ſung ſome Funeral Pſalms, as tho? he had been de

Note, No Man is born a Knight, as he may be to 
Titles of Honour by Patent, but made ſo; (the Word 
Batchelor being added by King Henry III. in the Year 

1249) and a Knizht may be made as ſoon as a Child is 

aptiz'd, the Ceremony being now -no other than 

kneeling down before the King, who with a drawn 

Sword, lightly touches him on the Shoulder, ſaying, 

Be thou a good Knight, in the Name of GQU; to 

which he adds, Riſe, Sir Knight. But this Honour 

dies with the Perſon, and deſcends not to his Son.
